Each candidate shall be examined in the Four Gospels of the Greek Testament, and shall not be deem, 
ed duly qualiBed for arimiasion to Unileybury College, unless he be found to possess a competent know, 
ledge thereof, nor unless he be able to render into English some portion of the works ofone of the fol. 
lowing Greek authorsHomer, Herodotus, Xenophon, Thucydides, Sophocles,and Euripides, nor unless 
lie can reuder Into Eiwllsh some portion of the works of one of the following Latin sutliors —Livy, Te> 
rence, Uicero, Tncitust Virgil, and Horace, and thla part of the examination will include questions in 
ancient history, geography, and philosophy. 

Each candidate shall also be examined in English history and geography, and in the elements of ma. 
Ihematical science, including the common rules of arithmetic, vulgur and decimal fractions, and the first 
four books of Enclid. He shall also be examined in the first part of Paley's Evidences of Chnstianlty. 

It is, however, to be understood, that superior attainments in one of the departments of literature or 
science, comprised in the foregoing plan of examination, shall, at the discretion of the Examiners, be 
considered to compensate for comparative deficiency f n other qualifications. 

The examinations are held at the East-lndia House, half-yearly, in the months of/oauary and Julg. 

A student publicly expelled Ihe collwe will not be admitted into the Company's civil or military ser¬ 
vice in India, or into the Company's Military Seminary. 

No person can be appointed a member of the Company's Civil Service whose age is less than eighteen 
or more than twenty-three years, nor until he shall have resided four terms at least, in the college, and 
ahall have obtained a certificate signed by the Principal of his having conformed huuself to the statutes 
and regulations of the College. 

On a student's ar miniment to be a Member of the Civil Service he will be required to attend at the 
Secretary's Olllce, East-lndia House, to make the necessary arrangements for entering into covenant, 
and for giving a bond Ibr £1000 jointly with two sureties for the due fiilHImeiiiofthe same, and a,legal 
instrument Is to be entered into by some one person (to be approved by the Court of Directors) binding* 
liimself to pay the sum of £3000, as liquidated damages, to the Company, for breach of a covenant to be 
entered into that the student's i. jniliiation hath not been lu any way bought, or sold, ur exchanged for 
any thing convertible into n pecuniary benefit. 

The rank of students leaving the college is detefmined by the certificate of Ihc Principal, which is 
granted with reference to the industry, proficiency, and general good behaviour ot Uie students. 

Such rank to take effect only in Ihe event of the students proceeding to India within six months after 
they are so n nked whether Uiey proceed via Egypt or the Cape of Good Hope. 


TERMS OF ADMISSION FOR .STUDENTS. 

One hundred guineas per annum, for each student; a moiety whereof to be paid at the commencement 
of each term, there being two in the year, besides the expense of books and stationery.

Conditions and Qual^cations for a Cane^date. 


1 No candidate can be admitted under the nee of fourteen, or above the age of eighteen, years. 

2. No person can be admitted who has been dismissed, or obliged to retire, from the Army oV Navy, 
the Royal Military College at Sandhurst, the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, or from any otlier 
public institution 

S. Every candidate must produce a eertiflcate of his birth taken flrom the parish register. And signed 
by the minister, and countersigned by the churchwardens: or, if born In Scotland, by ihe seulon's cleik 
and two elders, accompanied by a declaration from his father, moUier, or nearest of km, the fbrms of 
winch may be had at the Cadet-ofllce in the Military Department. In the event of there being no regis¬ 
ter of his birth or baptism, the candidate will be furnished with the form of A declaration to be taken by 
him previouslv to bis being appointed,

Test op Admibsiob.'—t. Every candidate is required to write a good legible hand, and to write Eng¬ 
lish correctly from dictation. He Is also required to construe and parse Cmsar’a Commentaries correct¬ 
ly. He mnst likewise possess a correct knowledge of all the rules of arithmetic usually taught in acbools, 
especially the rule of three, compound proportion, practice. Interest, vulgar and decimal rraolions, and 
the extraction of the square root. If a candidate is deflcleiit In any part of the preceding test, bis recep¬ 
tion into the institution will be deferred for such length of time as the head master shall report to be 
necessary. 

a The Qualiflcations mentioned in the last article are all that are absolutely requisite for the admia- 
sion of a cadet into the Mllitaiy Seminary.

The friends of every cadet are hereby informed, that provision being made for fornishing him with 
every requisite, he cannot really want a supply of money to be placed at his disposal while at tbe seml- 
aary, andifthey do notwithstanding think proper to furnish him with money, they put it in hia power 
to commit irregularities, which must always retard his studies, and may eventually lead to his removal 
lirom Uie institution. 

Tbe parents snd friends are ftirther particularly desired not to attend to any application from the cadet 
for money, under the pretence of bis having incurred any debts nt Croydon, or elsewhere, or for the pur - 
pose of subscribing to the public charities, or any other pretence whatever. 

It having become known that cadets have been in the habit of writing to their Mends for money, 
under the pretence that there were so many stoniages from their weekly allowance that they had scarce¬ 
ly any money left, the Committee have ascertained that these stoppages have arisen, not only flium 
wiinil and wanton destroetton of public property, bat in a conilderabie degree from the postage ofletien. 
and the carriage of parcels addressed to tbe cadets, ft Itas in consequence been ordered, that no letter 
or pnreel shall be admitted into the seminary unless the postage or carriage of such letter or parcel 
ahall have been previoosly folly paid for by the person sending the same. It has also been ordered that 
eveiy parcel ahall be opened in the presence of one of the orderly offleers and the cadet to whom It is 
srati that should It contain wine, or any thing prohibited 111 the regulations, the parcel, upon the first 
ofrcnce, will be returned to the person sending the same: and that upon the second otrenee, the cadet 
will be ordered home, and will not be re admitted until a written apology has been sent to the Committee 
by tbs person who has committed a breach of this regalatlon.

By a resolution of the Court of Directors, dated on the 30th April. 1633, all cadets appointed to the 
Company's service at Fort St Qeorge and Bombay, are required to become snbsoribeia to tbe Mlliiaiy 
Fund at tlieir respeetive presidencies* 

The engineer cadets are required to embark and sail fbr their respeetive destinations within tbrea 
months after quitting Chatham, and the artillery and Inlhnby cadets wiUiin-three months after pasiring 
their public examination.

The gentlemen cadets educated at the Military Seminaiy are eligible fbr the corptof enginceta. artil¬ 
lery, and inflintry. Admission to the two first or these branches, sis. tbe engineers and artlljsry. is only 
to bo obtained by these caaeti, none others being eligible. Those who are most distinguished are select* 
ed for the engineers, according to thC^vacanciesInftnst branch. Those immediately tallowing in older 
of succession are promoted tolhe corps of horse and foot artillery. 


Those cadets for wifom there is no room io tbe engineers, but w1m> are reported (o have attained to • 
high degree of qualification, receive honorary certlncates, and their names are announced to the govern* 
ments in India, and published In general orders to the army, as meriting particular notice. They have 
the privilege of choosing the presidency in India to which they sliaii be station^ The eddets not ap¬ 
pointed to the engineers or arttnery are, when reported qualifledi posted to tbe Inihotiy, and rank togeth* 
er according to the rank which they obtained at the seminary. '' ^ 


The gentlemen cadets may pass through tbe seminaiy as rapIdW as their attainments and qualifica¬ 
tions will enable them to pass sfter a yeai's residence, provided that they are of the age of sixteen years 
oir or before the day of their final examination. Their stay at the institution is limited to four terms. 


The cadets educated nt this institution take rank in the army above all other cadets who are appointed 
firom the commencement of three months previously to the date of tbe seminaiy cadets being reported 
quBlilled i and all the time passed by them at the institution after they attain the age of sixteen counts 
ns so much time passed In India in calculating their period of service for retiring pensions on full pay. 


CHAPLAINS. 

Heffu&Mms for Meir Admitoion into Conytany’s Service^ 

Candidates for appointments as Assistant Chaplains must have been two years In Orders, and must 
not exqeed forty years of age i and at the time of appointment are required to produce their letters of 
Orders, Deacon and Priest, as well os tesumoniai, signed by three beneficed clergymen, and a meiiical 
certificate: the appointments are made snpject to the approval of the Archbishop of Uaiiterbury or the 
Bishop of London. 

Chaplains are required to enter into covenant, and to give a bond for AiSOOjointly wilh two saretiea for 
the due ruiaimeDt of the same.*^ 

Under tbe Deed of Covenant, Chaplains are required to subscribe to the Military Fund at the PtresI* 
dency to which they may be attached. 

Chaplatns must proceed to (heir deslf nation within Six Months from (he Date of the Court's Aesolutfon 
by which they were nominated; and in failure thereof, without leave obtained from the Court, their 
appoiotments will lapse. 


ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 

Jtoffulationifir their Admiiiion into Company'e Service. 

Aon The assistant surgeon must not be under twenty-two years, in proof of which he most produce an 
extract from the register of the parish in which he was born, or h» own declaration pursuant to the act 
of the fith and 6tb Gulielmi IV., cap. 63, and other certiflcates, agreeably to forms to be obtained In the 
oflice for cadets and assistant su^eoiu. 

QoALincATioit in Sonosar. The assistant surgeon, upon receiving a nomination, will be rbmlshed 
with a letter to ttae-Court of Examiners of the Royal College of Surgeons, to be examfneci i n Surgery, and 
their certificate will be deemed a satisiactory testimonial of ins qualification- but should the assistant 
surgeon be previously tn possession ofa diploma from the Royal College of Surgeons of London, or of llic 
Colleges of Surgeons of iJoblin or Edinburgh, or of the College and University of Glasgow, or of the Fa¬ 
culty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, either of them will be deemed satisfsetory ns to his know¬ 
ledge orSuiwery, without any further exaininatlon. Me is also required to produce a cerlillcaie rroin ilic 
Cupper of a Public Hospital in London, of having acquired and being capable of practising, with prupvr 
dexterity, ihe art ofeuppiug.

Company's examining physician in the practice of physic, in which examination will be included ai iiiiuii

The naaiatant aurgeon la required, by reaolaUon of Court of the Slat of Uny 1836. to apply at the Cadet- 
office, and actually proceed within three montha from the date of being paaaed and aworn before the Mi¬ 
litary Committee , he will then be fiirniahed with an order to obtain the eertlflcate of liia appointment, 
algaed by the Secretary, for which he will pay-a fee of £5 in the Seoretary'a Office. 


CAVALRY or INFANTRY CADETS. 


Cadets nominated for either of the above corpe muat be la years of age, and under 33, nnless they have 
held a commission in her Majesty's service for one year, or In the militia or fencibles when embodied and 
have beeacalted into actual service, or ffom the company of cadets in the royal regiment of artillery, 
they are then eligible if not more than ss years of aae, and they muat procure similar certiffcatea and 
youchera to those prescribed for cadets entering the seminary. 


No person who has been dismissed the Army or Navy, the Royal Military College at Sandhurst, the 
Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, or who has been obliged to retire from any public institution for 
immoral or ungenllemaniy conduct, will be appointed a cadet direct for India. 


No peraon will be appointed a cadet direct for Indie, without producing to the Military Committee a 
certiiteate, signed ,y two practising surgeons, that he has no mental or bodily defect whatever to dis¬ 
qualify lum for military service. 


N. B. Candidates for Military Appointments whose nge may exceed 23 years are not eliatble for the 
Company’s service in consequence of their having held a commission for twelve months and upwards in' 
the Quernsey Militia, or in other r -ps similarly circumstanced, granted after the 3d April, 1814, the date 
of the- Court's resolution to this effhet 


CADETS and ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 

At a Court of Directors, held on Friday, the 27 th Feb. 1818 —RbsqIiVbii, That cadets nnd Assistant sur¬ 
geons be in future ranked according to the sriiionty of the Directors nominating them, from the date of 
sailing ol the acverol ships trom Uravescnil, by Lrlovd's list, and that those who may embark at any of 
the out ports be likewise ranked upon tlie same principle from the date of the ship's departure from such 
out-ports by Lloyd's list. 

At a Court of Directors held 3Ist May |S2S:—Rb80I,vbd, That all the cavalry and infantry cadets and 
assistant surgeons who shall foil to apply at the Cadet Department for their orders within throajnonilis 
firom the difte ofllieir being passed and sworn before the Committee, or shall not actually proceed under 
Buch orders, be consiilcrcil as having lorfeiled their uppoiiitnicnts, unless special circumstances shall 
Justify the Court’s departure from tins regulation. 

By a Resolution ofCourt of Ihc 4lh Dec. 1833. all direct Cadets appointed or sworn in between the lOth 
March and lOlh June, or betnecn 10th Sept, and lOUi Dec. (or the days which may be flxed on for the 
public examination of llic Seminary Cadets' do r.ink after the iieniuiary Cadets who mav pass their said 
examinations, provided the laller sail for their respective destinations within three months after passing 
said examinations.

Councillor, or Commander in Chief, with intent to return to Europe, shall be deemed in law a Betfgna- 
Uon and Avoidance of his ofllce, or Employment; and that the Arrival in any part of Europe of any such 
Governor General, Governor, Councillor or Commander In Chiefaliall be a auffleient indication or auch 
intent, and that no act or declaration or any Governor General, QoVernor,^Councillor, or Commander in 
Chief, durinv bis continuance in the Presidency whereof he was Governor General, Governor, ominciUor, 
or Commander in Chie^ except by some Deed or instrument in writing under hla hand and seal, dcUvtraa 
to the Secretary in thitPubllc Department of the same Presidency, in order to Its being recorded, shall 
be deemed or held as a Resignation, or Surrender of hla said oiBce. and that the Salary and other Allow* 
anees of any such Governor oenerai, or other Officers respectively, shall cease from the day of aueh his 
departure, lieslgnatlou or Surrender, and that if any auch Governor Oenerai, or any other Otttcer whai> 
ever, in the Service of the said Company, shall quit or leave the Presidency or Settlement to which he 
shall belong, other than in the known actual Service of the eald Company, Uie Salary and AUowaneea 
appertaining to his Office shall not be paid or payable during hta absence to any agent or other person

to such Vacancy, and if the Salary, Perquisites, and Emoluments of any Office, Place, or Employment 
shall exceed three thousand pounds per annum, the same shall not be graiucd to or conferred upon any 
of the said Servants, who shall not have been actually resident in India in the said Company's Service for 
the space of nine years at the least in the whole, and if the Salary, Perquisites, and Emoluments of any 
Office, Place, or Employment shall exceed four thousand pounds per annum, tlie same shall not be grant¬ 
ed to or coiifcrreil upon any of the said Servants, who shall not have been actually resident in Inula in 
the Company's Service for the space of twelve years at the least in the whole, antecedent to such Vacan* 
cy i aii<l that all Appointments, Advancements and Promotions which shall be made fur supplying any 
such Vacancies, other than as aforesaid, sbali be null and void,

LXXXV. And be It Hirther enacted, thht when and as often as any person having held any Civil Situa. 
lion In India, in the Service of the s'd Company, and having ilenarted from India by leave of the Gover¬ 
nor General in Cnuncil, or Governor in Council, shall be restored to (he said Company’s Sei vice niter an 
absence of Five Years from the time of such departure: such person from anil alter such restoraliuii shall 
take Rank and Precedence only according to the time he shall have passed iii the Service nf the said 
Company at the period of his departure from India, and, on bis return to India, if any other Civil Servant 
or Servants, at the Seltiement to which he shall belong, shall have then passed a greater or the like 
labgth of time in the SerMce of the said Company, ns the person so restored had passed when he left la.

PRECEDENCE IN THE CIVIL SERVICE IN INDIA. 


LXXXVI. And whereas by the said Act of the Parliament of Great Britain of the Thirty-third Year of 
his present Majesty's Reign it is enacted that all the Civil Servants of the said United Company In India, 
under the Rank or degree of Member of Council shall have aud be enittled lo Precedence in ine Service 
of the said Company at their respective Stations according to the Seniority of their Appointment. And 
whereas the several uoveniments of the said Company are often prevented ftom nppoiiiting meritorious 
Servants of the aaid Company to be Members of Courts, Boards, and other Official Estahlisiinienls. where 
Offices or Employments are exercised ^ several Servants of the said Company collectively, lest by sueh 
Appointment one or more Members orsueb Court, Board, or other Establishment should be superseded: 
be it therefore enacted that it shall and may be lawftil for any Governor General, or Governor fti Connell 
ofthesaldCompanv, if he shall think proper, upon application in writing for that purpose by any Civil 
Servant of the said Company desirous 6f being apmfnted a Member of any such Court, Board, or other 
Establishment, by special order to direct that such Servant of the said Company on being appointed to 
any Office or Establishment m any such Court, or other Establishment according to the Seniority of his 
Appointment as a Member of such Court, Board, or other Establishment, although such Civil Servant, m 
respect of whom such order shall be made, may hereby not take Precedence at or in such Court, Board, 
or other Establishment, according to the Seniority of his Appointment to the Service of the said Compa¬ 
ny, and such Civil Servant shall thereupon take Precedence at such Court,Aoard, or other Establishment 
accordingly, the said Act or any other matter or thing to the contrary notwithstanding. 

RANK RULES. 

The appointment of Writers appean to have been originally established by an Act passed^in the MIh 
year of b» late MiO«ty, George 111. Chapter 33, Seetion l% prescribing admission between the ages of J3 
and 33 years. 

The Act 47 of George III Chapter 6K prescribed fa the psmlng of two yeara or four terms in the College 
established in England for the Bducntinn of such persons as were intended for the Civil Service in Indw. 
and so much of ihe time spent therein after the age of 17 >earB shall be accounted as time actually spent 
in India. This la to qualify them to draw certain salaries under the IlmitaUona asatgned in the previous

of actual service In India, from the time of their arrival at the Presidency to which 
they were nominated, of the ftrst Writer appointed In Europe of the same season, and to writers ejipotnt- 
cd In Europe their periods of actual service in India as commencing ftom the time of their arrival at the 
Presidency at wblchihey were to serve. 
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IQ |uly 1827, It appe«i« the Hou'ble Court entered Into a further rieflntlion In refercitM to cetti ^ 
fions proposed by the Madras OoVernment, and In these wonls: Previously to the enactmetUoT..^

lor establishing further Regulations for ihc Government of the said Territories, and the better arlmlnis* 
tralioii of justice wilhin the same, for approprialing to ceriaiii uses the revenues and profits of Ihe said 
Company, and for making provision for the good order and government of Hie Towns ol Calcutta, Mad¬ 
ras and Bombavi it was enacted, that ii any Governor General, or any other onicer whatever in the

(Jalculta, madras ana Bombay, and of another act passed in the thud and fourth years of

a. Alter the close of the sicuiid year when tbe salary of office ceases, Civil Servants who may obtain an 
exleiisiuii ot leave, wilt drav the subsistence allowuiire ol their rank only, but no such servant absent on 
leave on uccuuiitotsmkness.s all dratv a less allowance as a Civil bervaiit out ol employ, than that of a 
J uiiiur Merchant viz ba Ks 224 par rnc.isem. 

J. The roasiiDum period lor nliich uny Civil Servant shall be allowed to draw Ihe salary of office or any 
parltheieot. Is two years lioin Uie dale of embaikntion. and tlie offices of servants who may not return with¬ 
in that period, vrill be vacant and liable to be filled by fresli appointinenis Civil Servants n ho may so over, 
stay the iieriod ol two years, provided ihoy obtain an extension orieaveot sickness to the satisfaction of 
the (juvciiimciil to which they arc attached lor Ihe delay of their return, shall as uiiove provided, receive the 
Mibsisteiicc allowance of n servant of their lank, subject to the exception above specified in fkvor of Junior 
servants, but if they contiuiie atwent iii disobedience ol an order to return or without sulUcient cause shown, 
that allow mice also will be tuileited. 

4. Civil berv.iiils absent on leave on account of sickness duly certified, if they proceed to Kneland w Ithout 
returning to their presidency, may, as hcreiolure, apply lubeadraiUcdlulurloiigh byllie HDiiurnblelhe 
Court ul Dircctura, and the liirloujjh n III, in such cases, lake efibcl from Ihe dale ot leaving their presidency, 
consequently, the allowances of office that may have been drawn by themselves or by their agents, alter 
their cieparlure, must, in that case be rc.B(lju8ted and the ihtrereiice re funded.

Whereas by an Act passed in the fourili year or the Reign or His late Mi^esty Kina William the Fourtli, 
intituled "An Act Tor the better administration or Justice in his Miyeaty’s Privy Council, It la amongst 
other things eimrtert, that 'it shall be lawtul for His Majesty In Council rrom lime to time to make any 
such rules and orders as may be thought at, ror the rcgulosiiig the mode, form and time of appeal to be 
made from the decisions of the Courts of Sudder Dewaiiiiv Adawlut, or any other Courts of Judicature, 
in India or elsewhere, to the eastward of the Cape of Good Hope (from tlie decisions of which an iippeat 
lies to Uib Majesty in Council), and in like manner irom time to time to make such other ri-giilations for 
the preventing delays in the making or hearing such appeals, and as to the expenses attending ihe snid 
appeals and as to the amount or value of property in respect of which any such appeal may be nmde' 
And Whereas His said late Majesty did, by lus order in council, on the loth day of January liKiti, iippriivc 
certain rules and orders for reginaling the mode, form, and lime of appeal Irom the decisions of the said 
Court of Sudder Uewanny Adawlut, and also certain regulations for the preventing lielays in the making 
or hearing of such appeals, and as to Ihe expences attending such upiicals, and the said rules, and or¬ 
ders and regulations, were set forth m certain Schedules, A. and H., to and by the said onler In roum il 
of the ]0lh January annexed and approved. And Whereas His said late Majesty did, by ins further 
order III council made on the lOlh da} of August 1830, alter and amend the side bcbeUule li by cancelling 
tlie Kute No. 8 of tlie aaid Schedule B. so approved as aforesaid, and ordering that, in lieu of the said 
filth rule thereof, a certain other rule in such last mentioned order set forth should be substituted And 
whereas the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty in Council hath demeed it expedient to cancel and rescind all 
the said rules, orders and regulations, and to make and substitute others iii lieu thereof. 

Her Majesty is therefore pleased, by and witli the advice of Her Hrivy Council to concel and rescind 
all the said rules, orders, and regulations In the said recited orders in council of die IClh day of January 
1836 and iOtb day of August 1830, respectively contained, and thereby or by either ol ilicm approved, and 
to approve of the several rules, orden, and regulations oonlaineil in the bclicdule hereunder wiitieii or 
hereunto annexed, and to order, as it is hereby ordered, that the same be rcaiwrlively observed by Her 
Majesty's Supreme Courts orjudienture at Fort William In Bengal, Fort St. George and Bombay respec- 
tivmy, by tbe Courts of Judicature of Fnnce of Wales' island, Singapore and Malacca, and by the aaid se- 
verarCourtsofSadderDewaiiny Adawlut, and all other Courts of Judicature in the 'J'errilonea under the 
Government of the East India Company, and by all persona whom it shall or may eoncem. Whereof 
the Governor General and the Council of India, the Governor of Fort William in Bengal, the Governor in 
Council at Fort St. Ueorae, tbe Governor in Council at Bombay, the Governor of Agra, the Chief Justice 
andthe Judges of Her Majesty’s Supreme Court of Judicature at Itoit William aforesaid, the Chief Justice 
and Juitees of Her Majesty a Supreme Court of Judleature at Fort St. George, the Ctuef Justice and Judges 
of Her Buuesty’a Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay, the Court of Judicature of Fnnce of Wales' 
IsUnd, Singapore, and Malacca, the Judges of the Several i ouris of .Sudder Uewaiiny Ailawlut m the 
Eastlndiea and the Judges of all other Courts of J udicaturc In the Territories under the Government of the 
East-India Company, and all oUier persona whom It may concern arc to take notice and govern themselves 
accordingly.

Jlules for the edeetSoe anil nomination of Deputy Otlleaore under tUgntatio* IX. IS33. 

I. The Right Hon'ble the Governor General In Council is pleased, with reference to the Provision of 
RcHUIaiion IX. current year, to direct the observance of the following Rules lit the Selection ami Nunii- 
nation of persons lo tIteOtHce of Deputy Collector, provided for, in Section XVI of that Enaclmciit. 

a. When the Governor General in Council shall have decided on the employment of n Deputy Collec¬ 
tor in any particular District it will be the duty of the Collector, in communication with the Coinmlssioii- 
er of the Division, to nominate a person to the Olllce.—If the Commissioner and Collector, after coiisul- 
taiioii agree in nominaling the same individual, the Collector will prepare a Statement, according to the 
annexed form, and forward it to the Cominisaioner, who will All up the bead “ Remarks by the Coiumia- 
aioner,” sign the Statement, and forward it to the Sudder BoanI of Revenue. 

3. If they should not agree, the Collector will forward the statement of the poroon he wouki recom¬ 
mend to the CoDimlssioner, who will state hla oinectlons under the head of ** Remarks b> theCommissi- 
oiier," and return It to the Collector, with a similar statement of the person he would recommend.—Ifthe 
Collector should, on reconsideration, prefer the Commissioner’s nomination, the Collector will dll up tlie 
head '* Remarks by the Collector," in the Coromlssionefs Statement, sign,and forward it lo the Suddcc 
Board; but iftbe Collector should adhere to his own nomination, he will return the Coromlssloner'a 
Statement with Ins own remarks to that elfoct, and alao state his obiectioii to the person nominated 
by the Commissioner—If on receipt of this, the Commissioner should adhere to Jus own opinion, he will 
forward both Statements to the Board. 

4. On receipt of the Statements, the Members of the Board will institute such nirthcrenquirieS as they 
may deem necessary, into the qualiScailons, character, and past employment of the persons norainaied, 
ana they will sumuon any of them before them, if they think proper—After completing their eniiuiries, 
the Board will submit the recomniendailon of the Local offleerx, with a Report of their own ouiniuii, for 
the consideration and Orders of Government; and further, if any Member of the Board aliould consider 
any candidate for the appointment, who had been rejected by the Local Auihorities, better qualiUed than 
any person recommended by those OSIcers, he should submit a recommendation of such person, drawn 
up infhe form of the prescribed Statement, with his colleague's remarks thereon. 

A Under the eleventh head of the Statement, It should be noticed whether the nominee was related lo, 
or connected with, any persons in bfflee, or of rank, or InAuence, or posaeasliig extensive property in the 
District, to which he may be nominated, or in any o.tber Distriar. Also the degree of estimation in wbloti 
the nominee was held iii the District in which he bad been employed or had resided. 

8- Under twelfth and thirteenth heads the Collector, Commissioner and Members ofihe Board. shuiiM 
distinctly slate what opportunity Ihey have had of making themselves acquainted wllli the cbarueier and 
qualiAcatfons of the person nominated. 

7. It IS expected that the Collector nnd Commissioner will seek and select persons, otherwise duly 
quahOed, wtui may b e knowa auil geuetully [esyccted as nieu of lategriiy and high vbaiacivr. 
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p The parltottlar atlenlion of Ihe Local Authorities and the Board should be directed to Seciion XXV. 
ol Ihe Itegulailon, it being of the greatest eonsequence to the attainiaent of the objecte of the present 
Enactment, that Miwons who may be appointed to the Office of Deputy Collector, should be removed im¬ 
mediately after their disnualifleaflon, by neglect of duty, incapacity, corruption, or other misconduct is 
known: and Ilis Lordship in Council Is oropinion, that such disqualiilcation cannot be concealed from 
the Collector, Commissioner and the Board if they adopt the ordinary means within their power of ascer- 
tnining the same of the community respecting the character and conduct of every individual filling these 
Offices. 

0 . With respect to Salaries, His Lordship in Council has been pleased to determine that persons ap¬ 
pointed to the Office, shall ordinarily receive in the first instance, the same Allowance as Sndder Ameens 
appointed under Regulation V. 1831, VIS 800 Rs. a month, including M Ra for establishment, and there 
shall be two more grades of Salary, vis 400 Ra and 800 Rs. a monih to which the Deputy Collectors shall 
be entitled to rise after intervals of five years, provided the Government should be satisfied, on Report 
from the Board and Local Officers, or fhim other information, that the individuals merit the indulgence. 

10: The above scale however is not to be understood as precluding Government, in special cases, from 
bestowing the higher rates of Salary, previously to the expiration of the periods specified, on persons who 
may have distinguished themselves particularly, end also in fhvonr of persons, such a Tehsildars, Princi¬ 
pal Sudder Ameens, or Sadder Ameens, who may be peculiarly qualified for Revenue duties, and whose 
present Allowances may exceed or nearly equal the lowest rate offloo Ra¬ 
il. These Rules are to apply to all persons whether temporarily or permanently appointed to the Office 
of Deputy Collector under the Regulation.

NOUINAIION OF DEPUTY MAGISTRATES, 

Dated, Auoubt 5, 1843. 

Order by the Jiight Ilonorable the Governor General of India in Council in the Home Departmont, 

dated ihe hih Auguet, 1843. 

An jlctfor the more erteneive entploymnl of Uncovenimled Agency in the Jadieial Department. ^ 

Whereas the exigencips of ihe public service require that the Police and Criminal Branch of Ibe'Judi- 
partment should be strengthened bv the more extensive employment ofUncovenantM Agency; 

_ Is hereby enacted, that It shall be comiietent to the Local Governments of both Divisions of the 
Bengal Presidency to mipoint in any Zillah or District one or more Uiicovenanted Deputy Magistrates 
with the powers hereinaricr specified 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that every person appoinlpcl to the Office of Deputy Magistrate under 
this Act, shall, previously to entering upon the execution of the dutie-i of hi* Office, make and subscribe 
before Ihe Magistrate of the District to which he may be appointed, a declaration according to Act 
XXL 1837. 
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HI. And il !■ hereby enacted, that a Deputy Ma^dtrate upoinfed under this Act, ahall be capable 
of b^ng employed as a J udictel Officer or as an Officer of Poller, or both, at the discretion of tte Lprat 
Government. As a Judicial Officer be shall exercise (he powers of a Covenanted Assistant under Seguia* 
tions Xlll. 1797, IX. 1807, or 111. 1821, or the (bll powers ofa Magistrate according to such orders as may 
from time to time be Issued in that respect by the Local Government, and in sucli eahes be aball be 
subject to such authority In regard to Appeals rrdm his decisions and judicial orders as Is provided for 
the decisions and orders of a Covenanted Assistant under the above Regulations, or ol a Magistrate res¬ 
pectively. As an Officer of Police he ehall be in all respects subordiaate to the Magistrate under whom 
he may be placed; he shall exercise such powers as the Government, or the M agistrate with the sanctioa 
of Government, may commit to him, and shall obey all orders that may be issued, and perfbrm all dolien 
that may be assigned to him by that functionary, who shall be at all times competent, subject to such 
orders- as he may receive from the Local Government, to extend, limit or resume the powers committed 
to such Deputy. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that nothing in this Act contained shall be held to disqualify any Unco. 
▼enantecT Officer in the Revenue and Judicial Departments, Aram holding at the some time with any other 
Office the Office of Deputy Magistrate. 

V. And it Is hereby enacten, that a Deputy Magistrate appointeil under this Act, shall not be dla. 
missed horn Office for misconduct, without the sanction of the Local Government Whenever there may 
be reason to believe that a Deputy Magistrate is disqualifled by neglect, incapacity or corruplloir for 
continuance in Office, a report shall be submitted by the Local Magistrate for the Consideration and 
orders of the Local Government which shall be competent to suspend him, ami order a further enquiry 
Into hla conduct, nr to direct his immediate dismissal as may appear Just and proper. 

VI. And it is hereby peclared, that no native of the Territories subject to the Government of the Bast 
India Gompanv, nor any natural bom subject of Her Majesty resident tberein is by reamm only of his re¬ 
ligion, place of birih, descent, color or any of them disabled ilcom holding the Office of Deputy Collector 
under Regulation IX. of 1833.

HINATION OF THE DUTIES OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF RESOURCES IN THE NORTH 
WESTERN PROVINCES WITH THE ACCOUNTANTS OFFICE AND ABOLITION OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENCY. &C. DATED DECEMBER 17, 1834. 

The Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council is plenseiTto order the following resolu¬ 
tions to be published for general Information. • 

Krsoi.vbo —That, for the conduct of ihc Departments of Accountant under the Government of Agra, 
there be established an Accountant's Office at Allahabad, with which shall be combined the duties oftlie 
present Superintendent or-Supermtendeiit of Resources in the North Westim Provinces, and all the de¬ 
tails at present conducted for those Provincea by the Accountant in the Revenue and Judicial Depart, 
ments, and in the Department of Customs at the Presidency. 

That the Officer placed at the head of this Office be denominated the Accountant of the Agra Presiden¬ 
cy, and allowGil a Salary ofSiOOO Rupees per mensem, that there be attached to the Ofliec a Denutv on a 
Salary of i,{soo Rupees per mensem; the nomination and appointment to both Offiues to be in the Gover¬ 
nor of .Agra 

That the Office of Superintendent ofResources in the North Western Provinces be abolished, and the records 
and accounts, with Uie Establishment now entertained therein, be transferred to the Accountant's Office at 
Allahabad. 

That the Deputy Accountant be also Civil Auditor for the Agra Presidency, and (hat all charges in the 
Revenue, Judicial and Cuatoma Department, and the charges oralloUicrUiilcerseubjecI to the onleix and 
authority ofthe Governor of Agra, be submitted to the audit of the Deputy Accouiiiant aiirl Auditor iit AiJa- 
liabad; the diabursemenls of Political Officers, Chaplains and others nut yet (ransferTed to the control ol tiie 
Governor of Agra, will be audited, as heretofore, at the Iteiigal Presidency 

that the Accounts of all Officers of the Presidency of Agra be oi^ustcd and made up in the Office ofthe 
Accountant at Allahabad, in like manner ns the Accounts of the Aindrsaaiul Hoinbny Goyernnienis are 
adjusted at those Presidenciea respectively 'i'he transactions ol Agra with the Bengal Presidency will aU 
pass through the Offices ofthe reapcciivo Accountants at the seats of (ioverninent 
That there be translerred jo the Offices of Account and Audit for the Agra Presidriiry such part ofthe 
Establishments of the Offices of Account and Audit at the Presidency as may be pn-isible under the relief 
afforded bv the removal of these branches of (he existing business It is expected dial the Establishment 
BO transferred, added to that of the Office of Superintendent of Resources, will suffice ior tbe new offices M 
Allahabad witliout Incurring much nirtlier charge on Ibis account. 

That the following arrangement of duties and modification in other respects be made of (he Offieea of 
Accountant at the Presidency of Fort William so as to admit ofthe abolition of one substantial appoiutment 
ID diminution ofthe expense attending ihe above arrangements 
That the Accountant General conduct In person 1 he dutlea of Military Accountant, and the Deputy Ac. 
Gountant General be Accountant in the Secret, 1*01111001, Legislative,-Judicial, Revenue, General, Piiiauclal, 
Commercial, Foreign, ('ustoms, Salt, Opium and Manne Departments 
ThetheCiviI Auditor's Office at the Presidency continue on its present footing, and that It will be the 
duty of this Officer to audit the Civil Charges of all Deportments and of all Officers sulject to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal.

I any case be less than tsrenty.two years, andtliat in consideration of the present and prospective loss sos> 
tamed by Hie China Servants tiirougb the change of the scene of their Service, the amount of Fine and Sub. 
Bcriptlon, which, if they were Members of the lodiau Anuuity Fund, they would be called upon to pay ou 
becoming Annuitants, be not required from them. 

That a period of six months be allowed to the China Servants to form tbrir decision upon the otfet to be 
made to them under the Ibregplng anangements, the same to commence in the case of such Servants as are 
now in Biirope flrom the date oTthe letter communicating the propoaal after it sliall have been acquiesced in 
by Hie BoanI in the case of such as may have quitted China for Kurope previously to the receipt In Chum of 
Hie Courts Despatch containing the proposal, from the date of their arrival lu Europe, and lu the case of 
Servants, in China, ftpm the date of the receipt of the Courts Despatch. 


HBAD ABBlSTAHn ALLOWAttCB, DATBD rBBBITABT 2, 1836. 

The Ofllees of Head Assistants with its additional Salary of Co'a Rs. .*100 per mensem render local i so 
that the aggregate allowance of Co.'8 Hs 700 per mensem, may be drawn by Onicers of that grade only, 
whilsttliey are actually employed In the District to which they severally stand appointed. In the event 
of their Deputation to another D strict they are to carry with them only the Salary oi Co.'s Rs. 400 per men¬ 
sem, as assigned to Assistants in general. 

The llnie now prescribed is not to elTect the Allowonce of Head Assistants, who are now, or may, 
hereaRer be, pennftte^to be absent from their Station, ciUier under Medical CertlOcatc or on Private 
ARhire. 


PROHIBITION OF PURCHASE OR SALE OF APPOINTMENTS, 
Dated, Avgust 9, 1809. 


Resolved. That any person who ehall, in future, be nominated to a situation either Civil or hlllilary, 
in the Service of the company, and who shall liave obtained auch iiomiuaiion in consequence of pur- 
chaae, or agreement to purcliase, or of any corrupt pretence whatever, cither direct or indirect, to 
himself, or by any other person, with or without his pnvity, shall be rejccied from the Service ol the 
Company, and ordered back to England, Hhe sliall have proceeded to India before a discovery of such cor¬ 
rupt practice be made, and If such situation shall have been so corruptly procured by himsell, or with ins 
privily, he shall be rendered incHpable of holding that, or any other situation whatever in the said Service. 
I'rovided always, that ifa fair disclosure of any corrupt transaction or practice of the nature before described, 
wherein any Director has been concerned shaii be voluntarily made by Hie party or parties engaged la Hie 
same with such Director, the appointment thereby procured shall be confirmed by the Court, 


COMPETENCY OF CIVIL SERVANTS TO DRAW ALLOWANCES.

to that country. 


EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM THE UNDER SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT OF BENGAL. 

Datbd, Avoubt lb, 1844. 

Faba. 3. Yon will be pleased to note that the period allowed to Junior Civil Servants for Joining their 
Stations should be reckoned from the date of assignment to Bengal or the North Wettem Provinces, and not 
Itom that of bemg reported qualified for public service. 


EXTRACT FROM A RESOLUTION OF THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA, 

Dated, October 6, 1844. 

In modification of the Rules hitherto in force in Bengal, the Governor Oenernl In Council, Is pleased to rie. 
termiiie, that the allowance to a student, on tirstjoiiiliig the College of Fort William sliall In foture be 3d0 
Rupees per meusem, until lie is declared qualified for the public aervice in one of the Native ijanguages, It 
shall then be raised to 30U Rupeesjmr mensem, Ihe etudent being iiennilted in bulb cases to draw the usual 
sum of 80 Rupees a nv'hlli lor House Rent, a Native Teacher shall also be found him as at present by the 
College II resiuiiig at the Presidency, but it prosecuting Ins studies iii the Provinces, Ins personal allowance 
will be rupees 200 or 3uU, as Itie case may be, but that tor House Kent will be ru|)ces 40, with an iiddllioiiat 
allowance of Rs. 30, for a nioonsbee, sludeiils declared qualified for ihb public service by proficiency in two 
of the Native l.,anguage8, but (lermiUed to remain aUacned to the college for the purpose rather of allowing a 
higher degree of proficiency or acquiring additional languages, sliiill receive the full salary of Rupees 4li(i a 
month usually granted to qualillra assistants on leaving college. 'I'lie allowuiice for House Rent sliall cease 
in such cases, out a Native 'readier shall continue to be provided during the studeiiis residence in college 
Uonformnbly with the decisions oftlie Hon ble the Court ot Directors, tbe Governor General In Council Is 
further pleased to determine that the period for the acquirement oftlie requisite qualification for the public 
service, by proflcieiicy in two ot llie Naiiva Languages, sball in future be hunted at the Presidency 
of Fort Wfliiain and Bombay to fifteen moiitlis, and at Fort bt. George to eighteen raoiitlis on Ihe expira¬ 
tion of which In cases ot failure, ttic rank of the young servant shall cease until he passes the requisite exa¬ 
mination. but the several local Govemnieiila wiili relcrence to Ihe circumstiinces of each case sliall bate 
the discretionary power to grant such further extension as sliall not exceed on the whole six moiiifaa In 
addition lo tbe fixed period allowed, after which should the student foil to quality hlniseli he sliaJi be finally 
removed irom the service, and a passage for hugletid shall be found for hint on appUualiun at the public 
expence. 


EXTRACT OF RESOLUTION OF OOVERNMENT. 

‘ Dated, January 19, 1842. 

Allowance of40 Rupees a month, be in future granted to gentlemen qualifying themaelves for employ¬ 
ment In the Proviiicea, and who may not be residing with their trienos lor a period of one year flrom Ins 
date ol ilieir arrival at the station at which they propose to prosecute their studies, after which Ine allowance 
is lo cease. 

3iid. Students when in the Provinces qualifying themselves for the service in any two of Ihe Native Lan¬ 
guages, are permitted to draw 30 Rupees a month lor a Moonshee for a period oi twelve mouths, after winch,, 
failing to pass the prescribed examination they are required to pay their Uounslices uul ol dicir own alfow- 
ancea. • 


ESTABLISHED MAXIMUM OF PERSONAL ALLOWANCES TO CIVIL SERVANTS, • 

Datbd, October 20, 1829. 

On the Reaolutlon of Government, of Ihe I7ih of February, 1829, reducing the allowances altached to 
the several Ofiicea held by the Covenanted civil Servants, the Court of Directors resolved, that the Allow¬ 
ances ol none of itaeirLlvH servants, under the Rank of Members of Council, (with tlie exception of tbe 
Puhtical Residents at Iforeign Courts, the Judges oftbeSudderAdawlut,tneChlefbecreioryiaGoyern- 
ment, and Senior Members orthe Hoarrla of Revenue, I iistoms nndTiaile.i ought tu exceed 3u.tJ>u Rupees 
per annum, and directod. that tins may, ftnm and niter the receitft orihMlriier<iatttt the ^•ili October, 
1829, be rwarded as tbe Estabibbed Maximum to which (excepung In me UiiiCrs above cnuintralciJ,) 
tbe lotnl Penonal Allowances of Civil Servants, whether employed In the Territorial or ComiiierciBl De. 
partmeuts and wJietheriiaid by a fixed Salary, or by Commiailoa, shall, iii all cases, be lavarlabiy restricted. 
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SUBSISTENCE ALLOWANCES TO CIVIL SERVANTS. 


The period of Servu^ of Writers appointed in Europe, is miderstooil to commence from the date of their 
arrival at the PrMideiicy at wlucli they are to serve; aiidthatorWritenresvilnein Indiaatthetlmeof 
their Appointment iir India, from the date of arrival at the said Pre^deiicy of the first Writer aimouited m 
Kurope. of the some season. 

Writeia for the first and second years, after their arrival in Calcutta, when atteclied to the Colleoe of Fort 
William, are entitled to receive a Salary of Three Hundred Rupees per mensem Ifremoved from me 
College, and permitted to prosecute the Study of the Oriental Languages in the Mofussil, they receive the 
same Allowance in ttie Local Currency. And when qualified for ibePublic Service and appointed to Ollices, 
Uiey are authorised to draw the Salary attached to the Ontce, or Four Hundred Rupees per mensem, agree¬ 
ably to the Financial Resolution oi Government, deted the I7tli of February 1820, which also fiscs the 
Salaries and Allowances In the same Currency of all Civil Servants and Ofiicers iioniiiiated to Appointments 
in the Civil Branch of the Service after the aforesaid date. 

Civil Servants also out of Employ aRer the aforesaid date, receive Subaistence Atiowancei of their Rank 
in the Local Cuirency.

Sec. 3. No leave of absence shall nave any relrospeclivb ellhct except in cases of severe illness, to be 
skttested by medical certificate, coiiformiiig in every respect to liie directions contained in Section tf. 

Sec. 4. Upon application duly made the Government of each Presidency, may grant leave of absence 
4o any place orpracea in the Continent of India, whether within the Territories subject to the Govern¬ 
ment of the East I iiilia Company, or not to any Civil or Military Servant holding a Civil nppouitmcnt, 
auUect to all Ihe condiiioiis prescribed In the rules Uiat may be applicable to his case. Upon similar 
application the Government of each Presidency may also grant leave to such persons subject to the like 
conditions, to proceed to Ihe Island of SL Helena, the Colony of Ihe Cape of Good Hope, or to any place 
altnate between the 30ih Degree of North Latitude and the N)th Degree of Souih Latitude, such place 
heing likewise between the 30th and isth Degrees of Longitude East of Greenwich, excepting however 
any Islands In the Mediterranean or Levant, and excepting all places within the said Geographical 
limits which may form pert of Europe. Provided also, that if at any time the Government of India shall 
deem It expedient to exclude any place or places within the limits above deacribcd from the operation 
af Iheae rules, such exclusion shall be olficiully communicated to the subordinate Governments, and all 
heaves subsequently granted shall be regulated accordingly. A Servant passing Ihe limiis herein pre¬ 
scribed will incur the immediate forreiture of lus office or cmploymcRt, and of all official allowances

under Sec. XL of ibe Rules prior to their amendment.

ABSENTEES ALLOWANCES TO CIVIL SERVANTS WHEN IN EUROPE. 
Dates Ogtobeii 13, 1839. 


That after an actual residence in India in the Civil Service of ten years orbpwards, a Government Civil 
Servant of the Company upon either of the Establishments of Bengal, Madras, or Bombay, shall be enti¬ 
tled, whether on aocount of ill health, or from any other cause,, anil without reference to his private 
fortune, to come once to Europe, on leave for three years, and to receive for that period from the Com- 
pany’a Cash an Allowance of £aoo per nnnum, provided that in no case shall a greater number of Ser. 
vanta come home under this Regulation, annually, than seventeen from Bengal, nine ftom Madras, and 
SIX from Bombay, nor shall a larger number ol Servants who may have come home under this Keguletion 

J ^e absent in the whole at oner time than flfty-one from Bengal, twenty-seven from Madras, and eighteen 
rom Bombay, and that the preferenf’e shalf be given first to Servants producing Medical Certffleatea 
upon Oath, that a visit to Europe is indispensably necessary for the restoration of health, and then to 
Servants in their order of Seniority, according to the Rank assigned to them by the Court of Uireoton 
on the Gradation List of the Service. , 

That in cases of Civil Servants compelled by illness certified upon Oath to come to Europe previoua ta 
Iheir completion of an actual residence in the Civil service of ten years, such Covenanter] Servanta shall 
each be presented with the sum of 2 ,noo Sicca Rupees as Passage Money, and shall be eiilitled, for a 
period not exceeding three yours, to an Allowance from the Cumpany’s Cash of £i.w per annum, Eutthat 
Servants having received this indulgence, shall not, in the event of their again coming to Europe, aftec 
having completed a residence of ten years or upwards, be entitled to any Allowance under the first Re¬ 
gulation, except their return be again occasioned by Illness, to be in like manner certified upon Oaih^ 
and then, only to the difference between what they have before drawn in the stiape of Absentee Allow¬ 
ance, exclusive of Passage Money and that of £.700 per annum for three years. 

That Servants coming in the first instance to the Cape of Good Hope-for the benefit of their health, and 
being compelled firom the same cause to come from thence to Europe without previously returning to 
Indio, shall be considered as entitled to the benefit of the foregoing Regulations. 

That In all cases, as well la those on Servants coming in the first instance to the Cape, as well as of 
those coming direct from India, the aaid Allowances be considered as commencing from the date of 
leaving India, and terminating at the expiration of three years from Uie date, or the time of arrival In 
India, whichever may first happen. 

, That the same be paid half yearly in Europe. that, on no account or plea whataoever, their Allowancev 
in qiwation be extended beyond the period of three yeara j and that any Servant being in the receipt of 
AbsentM Allowanooo firom a Civil Fund, ahall not be entitled to receive, during the same period ofab. 
oence, the Allowaneea prescribed by these Regulations beyond such RDUUitt as nay bliflg tl |0 total of 
hit annual receipt frein both sopieee to the aum hereby Unuied. 
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DEDUCTION OF ALLOFTANCE TO CIVIL ASSISTANT SURQEONS. 
Dated May 4, 1830. 


The Governor Generel in Council ia nleaaed to reaolve that the Allowance of Asslatant Snnreons at- 
teched in their medical capacity to Foreign Residenciee and Political Agenciee, be reducecTfrom Six 
Hundred and Eighty to Five Hundred Sonant Bupeea per tneiiaem. Thie Ruleia not to alliect present 
ittcuiabenta. 


ALLOWANCES TO CIVIL SURGEONS AND CIVIL ASSISTANT SURGEONS. 

Dated Jumb 16, 1830. 


The Governor General in Council ia pleased to reaolve that when a Medical Officer in Civil Employ, 
■hall proceed on Leave of Absence from hia Station, whether on private ailhira, or Medical Ceriincaic. he 
shall be dntltled to draw, aubject to the Rules in the Military Department, tluring such Absence, it a 
Surgeon Sonaut Rupees 410 - 6 —and if an Aaalslant Surgeon, Sonaut Rupees 900-10 per meiiaeiii—The 
Medical Officer performing the duties of the Absentee, if not attached to a Military Corps at the same 
Station, (and being of the same Rank), receiving the entire Allowances of the Siti)ation In which he may 
1>e ftiipointcd to Offlciftlo. 

His Lordship in Council flirther resolves that, when a Medical Officer is nominated to a Civil Station, 
he shall continue to draw Ihe Pay and Allowances of his Rank until he enters on the duties of his Civil 
Appointment, when his Civil Salary will commence. . . _ , 

—Surgeons ami Assistant Surgeons, whose Allowances shall be elTected by the above Orders, are 
to fbrnish the Ai*4it Department with the prescribed Gertiflcate of receiving and delivering over charge 
signed by the proper local authority, when the Allowances in question shall be duly passed. 


ALLOWANCES TO MEDICAT OFFICERS ATTACHED TO CORPS IN THE NATIVE PRINCES' 

SERVICE, Dated October 8.163a 


It is to be distinctly understood (hat the Rules flxing the Allowances of Medical Officers in Civil or 
Poliilcal Employ, when absent on leave as published in ihe General Orders of the 20th Ultimo, are to be 
tieid applicable to Medical Officers attached to Corps in the Service of Native Princes. 


MILITARY OFFICERS APPOINTED TO CIVIL SITUATIONS, 
Dated Seftembbe- 8, 1830. 


Mililaiy Officers, including those in the Medical Department, who may be appointed to Situations in 
the Political and other Branches of the Service, are not to be entilled to receive the Allowances atlarli- 
ed to such Civil Appointments, until they join their .Stations, from which date only their Civil Alluwancea 
will commence. In the interval betwcrn the date of their Appointment, and that of assuming charge of 
their Office, they will continue to draw their Regimental Pay and Allowaticea in the Military Depart- 

'’*ln\he ease of Military Offleers, holding Civil Appointments, who may be transferred iVom one Civil 
Appointment to another, the Individual so transferred will nut be entitled to draw Ihe Civil Allow- 
ancea of either Situation while in transit ftom the one Station to the other, but for the time, will be 
considered in the predifiament of a Military Officer appointed to a Civil Situation, the Allowances of 
which will commence Dom Ihe date of hia taking charge, and in like manner, he will be entilled, in such 
interval, to draw bis Regimental Pay and Allowances. 

The Governor General in Council reserves to himself the discretion of making exceptions to the fore¬ 
going Rules, as effecting Military Officers removed (t'om one Civil Appriiiitment to nnother In cases 
wheiner the transfer shall be made by the Order of Government, and not at the request of the individual 
himself.

When thus empowered, they 
shall be competent to decide suits referred to them by the Collector, subject always to such revision or 
control on Ins part as he mav see fit to exercise, and subject ultimately to an appeal to the Commissioner 
of Revenue under the Provisions of Section IV. of this Regulation.

ARTictB I. Whenever the Klne or the Queen ibell arilve at any ptaoe In Har Maleety’a dontiiikmrRlienil 
there n a fort or battery irom which Salulee are usually firetl, a Koyai halute shall be llr^ from such fort or 
buttery and hom all Her Msjesty's ships and veaseta preront; and similar Salutes Shall be fired upon Uis Or 
Her ftfi^ty's final departure, and on such other oeeasloos as shall be directed. 

Also, whenever ^e kior or the Queen shall go on board any one of Her Midesty's ships or vessels, the 
Royal Standard aliall be hoisted at the inaln.iop-gallaui.maat-liead, the flag of the Lord High Admiral at the 
fore-top 5allani.masthead, and the Union Jack ai the misen-top-galiaot.mBst-head, of su^ ship, or. iron 
board ofa siiialler vessel, in the moat conspicuous part of her: and a Rdyal Salute shall be fires from such 
ship or vessel, on His or Her Majesty's Roing on board, and again on leaving heri and every slnp and vessel 
ol war present shall likewise fire a Royal haiuteonthe hoishng of those flags; him such fhrtber Royal fialutes 
siinll be fired on His or Her Majesv quilting the ship or vessel, or paaaug In boats, or on such other occa¬ 
sions as may be directed. 

AUu. whenever the King or Queen shall be embarked In any ship or vessel at sea. and ihe bafine mention¬ 
ed flMgs shall be hoisted in her, every ship or vessel of warmerang her shall fin a Royal fealute. 

And, whenever any ship or other vessel. In which the flags before mentioned ate flying, shall pass any fort 
or other place fVom which Salutes are usually fired, a Rwal Salute Is to be flted from such fort or other 
place, but, whenever any ship or vessel passes, bearhig the Royal Standard only ewitbout the other flags), 
such fort or oUier place is not to salute such ship or vessel.

Also; whenever any member of the Hoyal Family shall be embMked in any ship or venerat sea, and 
the Royal Standard shall be hoisted in her, every ship and vessel or war meeting her shall fire a Hoyal

Para. 2. The denominations of Senior and Junior Merchant, Factor and Writer, under which 
the Civil Service have heretofore been classod having become quite mapplicable in consequence 
of the alteration in constitution of the East India Company, arc to cease from the data of the 
promulgation of the Warrant at the respective Presidencies, and in assigning relative rank to out 
Civil Service, they will thenceforward be divided into six classes according to their date and 
stiuiding as dciined in the Warrant.

1he.Salate and Honors of the next Superior Army Rank from their own Garrisons, Fortresses, &c. 

V. Ships Saluting the Fort, to have the Compliment returned by on equal Number of Guns. 

VI. No Persons to be Saluted, but when he comca*into, or leaves the Presidency on Public 
Service.

'Wtaonu It ii deBlraUe with « view to the better deftnitioa and security of leaded property, the prevention of 
encroeehments end disputes, and the Ideiitiflcntlon of lands assessed to, or exempted firom, the FnbUo Barenue^ 
that provialon should be made for the estabUshinent end maintenance of pennauent marks to distinguldi the 
boundaries of Fields or Estates : 

I. It is hereby enacted that it sliall be lawAiI within the Territories subJeet to the Govommeat of the Rorth 
Vestem Frovlncoa of Bengal, for CoUeotors of Land Betonue, or persons exercising the powers of Collectar, 
or such Bevcnne Officers as the Lieutenant Governor may entrust with that anthority, to u the boundaries of 
Ftelda or Estates, and to require that marks bo formed and maintained by the owners or occupants on the 
boundaries, of such materials and in such number and manner as mi^ appear to such Officers sufficient for 
dlatingulshlng the limits of those Fielda or Estates whenever they may be of opinion that such demamatioa is 
aeeesaary for the prevention or aiDustment of dispiitca. 

n. And it is hereby enacted, that notices siiall be served on the persons owning or occupying the canter- 
mlnous Fields or Estates requlriiig them to form or repair the said boundary marks'Wltlun tw days from the 
date of the notice, and in the event of these persons not Deing found in the Village that the said requisition 
ahaO be posted at the Village Ohowree or Chops], or other conspicuous place in the Village, which shall be held 
to be a enfflclent service, uotwltbstandug it may afterwards appear that tbe owners or occupants were not cor- 
reotfr named or designated In tbe notice. 

UL And It is hereby enacted, that in deftult of the owners or occupants of the Flidds or Estates complying

of Port Willism In Bengal, Fort St. George or Bombay, or arc not sulijcet to the upcralion of the Gciicial 
ItegulatiniH 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that a warrant tinder tho Official Beal and Signature of the Officer nr Officers 
exercitiiig Criiiiinal jurisdiction nithm such States or Territories ns aforesaid sliall be sufticii-iit aiitliority fiir 
holding any prisoiici in coiihiienieiit, or for truiismittiug any jirisutier tor transportation beyond Sea, or lor 
iiiiilctiiig any ntlier iiunlslniiniit preseribed tlioreiii. 

ill. And it Is hoichy eiiiietcd, that if any Officer in charge of a Jail diall entertain any donlit os to the lega¬ 
lity of anv warrant sent to Inin for execution under this Act, or as to tho competency ot the person or iiersimn 
whoso Official Beal and Signature may lie affixed thereto to pass the acntenco and issue suih wai'riuit, tuult 
Officer slioll refer tho matter to the Uinoriinient to which he is subject, liy wliosc order on tlie case-such, Offleer 
and oil other public OHleors slinll bn guiilcd as to the future disposal of tlie prisoner, and that pending any eucli 
reference, tho prisoner sliall bo detained in custody in such manner and with such restrictions or niitigatloM 
os may he sprciHcd in tho warrant. 

IV. And it in hereby cnacteil, tliat tho provisions of tho existing Acts and BcgaUtkmii, and oil other rplee In 
force for tho treatment and security of pnsoiien conliaod in the oUid Jails, sliall apply and bo of equal force end 
eirect in the ciise of prisuiiciii cuiiftiwd Uieroln under this Act as in tite case of otlier prisoners ooudn^ therdn.

IV. Prorldcd always and It-Ss hereby enacted, that none of the said Coins shall bo legal tender except for 
fraotlona of a Dollar. 

V And it Is hereb} enacted, that after the 1st day of January 1848, no other Copper Coins or Tokens than 
tlioso spueilleil in Kei-tton 11. of thb Act shall be legal tender of payment for the ftoctional parts of a Dollar 
within the anid Scttleiupiits. a 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that with the exception of the Copper Goiiia eiiedfled in Section II. of thb 

Act the cin-iilntloit in the aold Settlements after tlio said day of oil Copper Coins or Tokens not behig Uio 
authorised iPKnl Coinage of any British or Foreign Coveriiment is prohibiten. ^ 

VII. And It la hereby enacted, that after the said day any person who studl clreubte, or attempt to clrcukte, 
in the said Settlements, any Coi)pcr Coins or Tokeus other than those apecifled in fbetlon II. of this Act, and 
not being the authorised legal Coinage of any llntish or Foreign Gciieminent afaoll on Buiumnry conviction 
befbro a Hagistrato be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Bupeea and in defoult of pay ment any person so con- 
\icteil shall be subject to iniprisoiniiuiit for n term not exreediiig one month. 

VIII. And it b hereby euneted, that it shall be competent to the Oorernur General in Council in hb cxeeil* 
live capaelty to direct tliv voiuing andbsuiiig, and to prescribe the ySovlces and inscrlptiona of the Coins to bo 
Issncd under the authority of tins Act.

Priiiidcd always tliat nothing in tliat Act contained hlioiilii he t.ikcii to iifiply to iiii.i Nutne '’cainan nlio 
should of his own five will ro\i(r.u;t to naiignte iinv Vessel, or who aiiould cniiiark on iioiird such Vessel iu 
pursuance of such contnu-t, or to aRy peisun who sliouhl contract to sei w as a Menial tenant only', or who 
BlioiUd embark ns bucii Mciii.il Servant; 

And wlicrens the Island of Cej liiii gcograpiiically, liialorlr-ally and socially considered is analogous to tho

Burial Fees. 


Extraot from Uie Proeeedingx of tlte Right Honorahle the'Governor General m 
CoumeU in lite PiMio Department, under date the 2Qth of Auguet, 1813. 

First, As the most natural Distribution of Clerical Duties seems to be that of allernate weekly atten¬ 
dance, the Presidency Chaplains nre directed, eiich in their turn, to perforin all the Surplice Duties of 
the Church and burying Ground during one whole week. 

Nreosd. That the Fees paid on account of Inlerment, (as that detailed at the conclusion of these Rulea,) 
be esiabllshed into a Fund, to be ci>lleclcd, as hereiufore, by llie Clerk of (he Select Vestry, who Is requir¬ 
ed to present his Accouiiis of this Fund to Ihe Select Veslry nt their montlily Meeting, when an equal 
Distribution is to be made to the Cimplaiiis as a part of Ihe Ordiiiarv Business of Ihe Meriing. 

Third. With respect to the Pees arising from Marriages and Ciiristeniiigs, as. In a Settlement like Cal- 
rotta, the Rates cannot conveniently be defined but must be left discreiioiiary with individuals, as they 
are to be, according to the present practice, received by the Clergyman liimself, and not contlltuled 
into a Fund, with a view to avoid the embarrassment, which might arise by the Clergyman having to re¬ 
turn Monies from time to time to the Clerk, and by his having to keep Accounis Current between them. 

FburOi. As occasions of interruption may occur to the regularity ol this arrangement when individuals 
from a regard to friendship, or the ties of consanguiiiily, or other muse, incline more to one Chaplain 
than to the other, it appears but proper that tiiese feelings should be indulged. The regular Chaplain 
of the week is consequently, on these oocaBion.s, to give way, and expect no account from his Colleague 
of the Emolument, connected with such special cnTls, excepiing in the case of Burials. The accommo¬ 
dation la mutual, and in bis own turn he will reap (he beiirfltorit. 

Fijih, As other interruptions also to Ihe weekly arrangement may arise from the absence of one of the 

E artiea, whether such absence be caused by necessity or vlioice, Ihe oIBclatlng Chapiain is to receive the 
'molumenti this Rule, however, is to be subjected to any private amicable adjustment that Ihe Chap¬ 
lains may make for their mutual accomniodalion. tsiinuld however the Absentee's place be temporarily 
supplied by another Chaplain, the latter is to receive his share of the ^urplice Fees. 


■ It is provided by the esth Cannon of (he Church of England that the Priest, aRer having bad due No¬

Determined that the Extra Allowance at the rale of .lOO Rupees per Mensem drawn by Chaplains for 
visiting Oiil-StniioDs be diseontinued, ond ili.it iiisiead, a Travelling Alluwaiice be drawn, aeenniiiig to 
the Rates fixed at ihe (JenernI Post Ollice, as in rases in whieh Travelling Allowiinees lire graiiterT to 
Civil Seri'Hiits; Ihe Hills for which Allowances lo be suhinilted willi the Certificates of Ihe Chief Civil or 
Military Autlionti, and through Ihar rhainicl cnunlersigiied bv Ihe Archdeacon, through whom Ihev are 
to be forwarded to the Civil Autllloi, and lo be returned bv the latter, direct to the respective Clinplains 
prescribed in the 5ih and fiili Paragraphs of the Orders of Government, dated the lOth of March, leso.

Every Officer who shall have acrveil 23 years, [3 years furlough included] are per> 
milled to retire on the pay of a Captain; 27 years, on the pa^ of a Major: 31 years, on 
the pay of a Licutcnant-Colonei. whether he shall have attained the rank regiinentally 
or not. 


Having served 20 years in India, including a three years* furlongh, members of the 
Medical Board and Superintending Surgeons, who have been two years in tliose Situa¬ 
tions arc allowed to retire from the Service on Pensions of £500 and £300 per annum 
respectively, or having served live years therein on Pensions of £700 ana£365 per 
annum respectively, compelled, by certified sickness, to return to Europe at any time 
prior to completion of two years, are nevertheless entitled, on retirement, to full pen* 
sion fixed for that period of Service; and if so compelled after 3 years' service in those 
situations' to return to Europe and retire, to the full pension of £700 and £365 per 
annum respectively. Retirements under this regulation may take place either at Home 
or in India. 


A Veterinary Surgeon after having served 20 years, including a Furlough of three, is 
allowed to retire on / Shillings per Diem; after 13 years, including a Furlough of three, 
he ia allowed to retire on 5s. fid. per dicin; or after (> years’ ncliial Service in India, on 
three Shillings per diem ; provided, in the two latter cases, the state of his health does 
not permit him to continue his Service in India—Poriod of Servie'e commences from 
dale of landing at the Presidency to which appointed.

must provide their own food. 

Thu Passa{,o Money, and a deposit of Tlirce Rupees per day for tlie estimated term of the voy¬ 
age, must be paid on engaging a jiassago, and any surplus of Tabic Money, will bo returned, or 
an additional i-hnrgc be made by the Conimnndcr as the voyage may fall short of or exceed the 
tune for which the Depunit waa calculated. Half the Passage Money, and lialf the Tabic Money 
become forfeit by persons who iclinqnish a passage after having cngiiged it-

A direc¬ 
tion wiitten on a card or marked wath ink on a tin box would be liable to the above objection.

The despatcli of boats will be duly adiertized, and if any change in the Boats occur, accom- 
inodaliun uu Frcig' I engaged lor the one advertized, will be assigned on the one subsUtuted. 


Of Freight. 


All Goods intended for shipment on the Guvenimeiit Boats mual be sent to the Boat Office, in 
Church Lane, Calcutta, betwuck the hours of Ten ,ind Four, Sundays, Chiistiur.-' Days, and 
Good Frid lys excepted. 

Goods will not be received fur shipment unless they i>o addressed to a resident at (he place at 
which they arc to be dchiered from the Boats The direction must bo m.irked on bomcthing not 
liable to be destroyed by vcrniiii, ami iruin which it may not easily be obliterated. A iliicctiou 
written on a canl or marked with ink on a tin box would be liable to the above ohjeution. 

The Boat Office will not bo responsible for any damage or loss that m.iy ho occasioned by acci- 
drut to the vessel or other causo whatever, not traceable to negligence or luiamauagoment of those 
belonging to the vusscl. 

All Goods sent to tho Boat Ollko must be accomxianied by a nofc, with suitable direction for 
tho guidaiico of the Officers of tlio Department. 

Goods not applied for on bimid the Boat by the Gonsigm-c, will be earned on and charged witli 
additional fi-eight, unless addressed to the Su-nm Agciil, in which case they will be delivered to 
him. It mtisl be understood, howuver, that aiUuuigh all persons are at liberty to consign their 
goods to the Steam Agent of llio stations at wliicli they are lobe landed, t/ie Government is mt 
responsible for such Steam Agent or for the safty of tiu' good't after the delivery of the same to 
the Consignee or to his order, whether sveh Consignee be the Steam Agent or any other person. 
Goods uitciidcd for tho final btatiun, if not applied for within ‘24 hours aflur tho Boat’s arrival 
there, will be delivered to tlie Steam Agent at the risk of the shipper. 

Freight uii all Paokiigcs, excepting Treasure laden iii Calcnttu, or for which tonnage isicscrved 
in Calcutta, and whusli do not exceed in weight 351bs. per cubic fool, will be charged by tho cubic 
foot.

Goods and Merchandize, excepting Treasure, arc not received on freight in the Steamers, bnt 
Stores, the property of Otliccis and others in the service of Government attached to the above 
Stations, will be received for conveyance to tlic extent of the available tonnage by an order 
upon application to the Controller of Government Steam Vessels, which must bo made, in dupli¬ 
cate, according to a form to be seen at his Ollicc. As the vessels are appointed to start on the 
10th of each month, applications for tonnage must be sent on or hofure the 4th, to enable the 
Controller to estimate the extent of the demand, or they will not be attended to. 

Horses and Dogs are excluded from the Steamers. Treasure is conveyed to Bloulincin at half 
per cent., and to Arracan at quarter per cent. 

Officers and others enjoying the priiilego of sending their Packages and Goods by tho Govern¬ 
ment Steamers, must instruct their Correspondents by u letter scut m the vessel to laud such 
Goods immediately on the arrival of the Steamers in Calcutta, and goods not applied for within

FINANCIAt JDEPARTMENT, THE 7th OCTOBER, 1833. ‘ 

*ne Right Hon’ble tbeQoTcrnor Orn«ral In Coancil directs that the fbtlowlag Ruin of a 
Savings’ Bank, establishedin Calcutta under the guarantee and reaponsibUliy of Oovernment, be 
published for general information. 

I. The Bank to be denominated the “Government Savings’ Bunk.” 

8 All Clasaea, British and Native, may Invest thdr savings in the Government Savings’ 
Bank. 

3. The return of the exact snm deposited, together with the Interest due thereon at the Under¬ 
mentioned rate, is secuiied to the Depositor under guaraiitee of the Supreme Governfoeitt. 

4. llie generai direction and control of the Bank siioll be vested in a Committee of Manage* 
meat, consisting of Covenanted Civil and Military OiHcers of the Government, and other per¬ 
sona to be nomlrated by the Governor General In Council. ■ The Committee ahiill meet at aucli 
stated periods as JHMiy be necessary for the dae and efficient control of tho Proceedings of the 
Bank. 

b. Tlie Government Agents are charged with the Immediate superintendence and execulion 
of all detaila connected with t..i Bank. They will also be Ex-Officio Members of the Coramittce 
of Management. The Third GovhriHnent Agent wiH’be Ex-Officio Secretary to the Bank. 

6. A Register of Deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts as may be deter¬ 
mined on, and approved of, by the Managing Committee. 

7. Any sum uot less than One Rupee will be received in deposit. 

5. >Vhenever any aum deposited by anj' one individual shall amount to 600 Rupees, the same, 
or BO much thereof ua m»y be neoeasary, will be transferred from the Bank to the Gavernmeiit 
Agent, subject to the rules which obtain in his Department, for the purchase of a Government 
Note in the Pour per Cent, or any other Loan, which may be preferred and pointed out by the 
Depositor, a delay of one month being allowed in all cases where the Depositor may intimate in- 
tentiuu to withdraw the whole or any portion of the Funds within one month from ilie date it has 
reached tiiat amount, when, should no withdrawal have been made, a transfer will be effected as 
if no each notice had been given. 

9. Interent at 4 per Cent, per annum will be allowed on Deposits until further notice. 

10. Interest will be calculated on a Deposit from the first day of the month succeeding that in 
wliich it shall be received and up to the last day of the mouth preceding that in which it shall be 
-withdrawn. No Interest will be allowed for broken periods of a month, nor calculated on frac- 
tkmal parte of a Rupee. 

II. The Governiheat reserves to itself the power of lowering or raiaing the rate of Interest ; 
auch alteration not to eff-ct Deposits above 600 Rnpaes prevlootly inveated in Public Securities 
and dne notice to be given in the Calcutta Oaseite of the intention of Government six months 
Before the elternlion thall take effect. 

13. Ail Deposits will be regularly entered in a Book at the time they are made, tho Depositor 
of the Deposit made at the Presidency, will be ftirniahed with a small Book having a duplicate of 
tho entry. This Book ia to bo.brought to the Bauk whenever any sum is deposited or withdrawn. 
The account thus kept will be dosed on the 30tb April of every year, and the balance of interest 
due at that period will be paid to tho Depositor, or carried to account, thenceforward to aconmn- 
lale at compound yearly Interest, nntil it ronll amount to 600 Rupees, when the same will be trans¬ 
ferred from the accouate of tho Bank Book, and suhacribed on acconnt of the Depositor to the 
Government 4 per Cent. Loan' as per Rule 8 aniees notice of withdrawal be given within one 
month as above, or unless the rate of fntsreet be altered as provided for la Rule 11. 

IS. Mo person or poxons to deposit monn for the benefit of any other person or peraons, ex¬ 
cept Parents on behalf of, and on acconnt of thdr Children bdng Minors. If such depodte ore 
made in the children's names, they eannet be withdrawn without an authority- from Ibe cbildrco, 
BO trust will be allowed to appear on any deposit: provided, however that this Rale shall not be 
construed to prohibit kidivtduals rnident out of Calcutta, or Females who acoording to tlie man¬ 
ners nud customs of the country, do. not ulnslty make thar appearance ip public from making 
their depoaite in their own nanea by the hands of other persons ns Agents on their behalf.

To entitle a junior to the above benefits, it will be necessary for him before leaving India to 
furnish to the Manamn of the Fund a Certificate fi^m hia Medical Attendant, countersigned by 
a Member of the M^ical Board in Calontta, certifying that he is, from some permanent cause or 
complaint, incapable of rendering further service in the climate of India, and this certificate must,

And in order, fnrthw, to 
secure permanence and sueccBs to the Fund, we intend that an engagement to subscribe to it thall 
become part of the covenants of all persons hereafter appointed Writers. We have further resolv* 
ed, thitt the dl«eperation of the Company, in the formatiOb of the Fund, shall be wibheld until 
twO'thirds or mor« of the Bengal Civil Servants shall become Subscribers to it. 

iSecondly .—Contributions from the Company. 

41. A contzibation to an Annuity Fund, from the Company, is evidently n boon 'to the 
Service, and apemtes precisely ’d^tho same way as if the Company itself were to grant Annuities 
to Civil Slants upon vetfremed^t, so that the veal pecuniary advantage to the Service of a Fund 
so constituted, is, that a Civil Servant, when he retires, has, in addition to liia own savings, whe¬ 
ther they have oooumuiatod in the shape of subscriptions to the Fund, or in any other mode, a 
Life AunaJty proportionate to his share of the Company’s contribution to be Fund, and if in aid 
of their direct ceatribotion, the Company protect the Fund from loes by eatablishiug fixed rates 
of iifterest and exchange, then tho Servants derive Auilier advantages of individuiJ protection, 
from tboris coiAingent losses to the extent of their individual property in the Fund. 

61. With a view esiemially to promote the‘welfare Of this important due of the Company’s 
Servants, to whom is dntruetra the discharge of very arduous and responsible duties, aud flrom 
a couvictibn that pecuniary udvaintageSB of equal ektenl could not so beneficially be communicated 
in any other mode, we have resolved, that provided an Adnuity Fund be formed in Bengal upon , 
the principles en^laiued in this Dispatch, and under such a modification as Wo shall prescribe of 
the Uegufations framed by a Qommittoe of the Civil Servants on the 28th January, 1822, the 
Conqiauy shall oontribute whatever Mm may be required in addition to the xontribntions of 
Subscribors, to enable the Fund to .grant such numfber of Annuities as may be accepted under 
the prescribed lieguJaLons, uot-ehceraing nine per annum. 

62. With tbia view, wo desire that tte Fund be annually credited with a sum equal to tho 
amount yielded within she year, by the subscription of four per cent, on the official lucomea of 
the Subsoribeie, and that you receive into deposit, and allQw interest at six per cent, per annam, 
to be computed annually upon the bidtmce bidonging to Fund.—We also desire, that if at the 
expiration of five years, from Ihe dste of the institution of the Fund, the baiacnoa shall be leu 
than the amount apparent'in the prospective Mlculation, contained in a subsequent put of this 
Dispatch, the Fund bo oredited by yea with the amount of the defioienw; that if, on the other 
hand, the bdanceuhall exceed the balance so calculii^, then an annual deduction, equal to the 
income derived from the excess of balance, shall be made, either from the Company's contribu¬ 
tion, or from the rats of interi^ allowed on the accumulations of the Fund, at the option of the 
Court of Directors; that a similar a^iastmient be effected at the expiration ef eaiffi succee^g 
five years, and that, when the Fund shall have aixived at the twenty-fifth year of its opeiatiM,

Aar. 28- At the annual meetings tbe accounts of the Rind and proceedings of the Directors fbr the 
past year, snail be_ laid before the meeting, for Ins-ectlon and approval by the subscribers present, who 
wore not of the direction; sRer which Uie meeting at large will proceed to choose Directors for the 
ensuing twelve moqtha The Recounts to be published for general information. 

Art. 29 The Directors of the past year are eligible to be re-elected. 

.Art 30 All subscribers, who may have contributed to the fund bv paying donationa and aubscrip- 
tions in their respective ranlts, during six continued months before any meeting, are entitled to attend to 
examine the accounts and proceedings, anil to vote for Directors. 

Art. 31. In the event of a vacancy in the office of Director occurring, in the intermediate period be¬ 
tween two annual meetings, the Direclnra may choose a successor from amongst the subscribers at the 
presidency, who may be eligible to tbe office. 

ART 82. On occasion of any particular and important business which may necessarily require the 
opinion of the society at large, special meetings will be called of the subscribers at the presidency (olhers 
voting by proxy) as provided for in article 27 Or if any alleged mismanagement, or other emergent 
cause should occur to any twelve aubscribers to require Ihe notice of the society at large, a special meet¬ 
ing shall be summoned by tbe President on the wntten requisition of such twelve BubBcribeEs«under the 
forma above prescribed. 

Art. 33. The Directors shall have a Secretary chosen by themselves, who also shall be Acoountanf, 
with an establishment upon such nllowances as aball be deemed adequate to Ihe reapeclivc duties. 

AR'T 34. The Secretary will be expected to have an office at hia own residence for the accommoda¬ 
tion of the meetings of the Directors, for the oreservation of the records, and Ibr the purpose of aflbrding 
aecesa to the officers of the armv at large to the books of the institution. 

Art. 35. The Directors of the Fund, will hold regularmonthlrmeetiiigs; but no meeting ofllie Direc¬ 
tors constating of a smaller number than five, shnll be competent to the transaction of busineas, and it 
will rest with any Director, or with the Secretary, to represrnt the occurrence of such necessity to the 
President, who will convene a special meeting rrithln ten days from the date of his receiving the appli¬ 
cation; but no special meeting snail be called with Ihe view of re-considering resolutions which may 
have been already adopted by a former meeting of Directors* unless at the requisition of a number of 
Directors greater than that which attended such meeting. 

AaT M The Secretary will invariably lay before the Directors, either at the regular or apoeialmeet¬ 
ings, all letters that may have been received by him rince the lost meeting Mnutes of the proceedings 
of all meeMngs will be recorded and authenticated by the aignniurcs of Ihe Directors present- The Se¬ 
cretary will also submit to the Directors who attended, draRs of all the letters which In those meelinge 
be may have been desired to write. Letters demanding en immediate answer, when such may be of an 
ordinary nature, may be replied to by the Secretary, without waiting for a meeting of the Directors ■ 
but ev^ letter proposed to be dispatched by Ihe Secretary, must previously receive the special sanetioa 
of one Director, signified by his initial to the draRs, which will be aent to him for consMcration. 

Art. V- The Secretary will keep the set of books In use in the Military Widows' Fund under instruc¬ 
tions which he may receive Rom time to time from the Directors of the fund. 

AST 38. The books and correspondence of the Rind shall be at all times open to the inspection of 
aubsenbera 

Art. When any new regulation ehall appear to ihe Directors to be advisable such regulation ^all 
be clrculatea to corps for considarafion, and the affirmative or negative of Ihe mqjoriiy of individual 
votes (to be ascertained at the explraiton of four months) slial) decide its adoption or rejection.

UNCOVENANTED SERVICE FAMILY PENSION FUND, 

Passed by a General Meeting of Subscribers on 28<A Auguet, 1838, amended at General Meetings of 

Subscribers held AlstAugtat, 1839,27MAt(^:, 1840, August, August, 1842, J6M 

August, 1843, 7,1th August, 1844, 7/^ August, 1845, \AdsAugmt, 1846 and'ttHh August, 1847. 

1. That the Fund be designated Thb Unoovbmantbd SEavios Family Penbtom Fund. 

*2. That the object of this Fund is to provide for the maintenance of the Widows and Children 
of those who ^all snbscnbc to it on the terms and conditions speciAcd below, or such others as 
may be determined upon by the Subscribers, or a majority of Uiem. 

3. That the Fund bo placed under the patronage of the Governor General of India. 

4. That the management of the Fund be vested in a Committee of 13 Directors to bo elected 
by ballot from among the Subscribea at Annual General Meetings. Subscribers at a distance 
from the Presidency, nave the right to vote by proxy at such general elections. The Directors 
of the post year are eligible to re-election, and the Directors elected, shall have power to fill any 
vacancies that may occur among tlieir number in tlie interval of each annual meeting. 

5. That the Directors meet for tlio despatch of business onco every month, or oftener if neces¬ 
sary, and that five be competent to form a quorum. 

6. That the Accountant keep a set of books for the Fund under the superviaiop of three 
Directors who will also act os Auditors. The Chairman of the Directoie to be ox-officio an 
Auditor. 

7. That all books, proceedings, and accounts of the Fund'be open to the inspection of Subscri¬ 
bers every week-day, but that no documents or copies of documents be permitted to be token 
away without tlio permission of the Directors. 

8. That tho Secretary circulate immediate];^ among the Directors All papers received by him, 
and also lay them before the Directors at thw next meeting. Minutes of proceedings to be 
authenticated by (he Directors present. 

9. That all Christian men in the Uncovenantod Service of tlic Government of Fort William* 
in Bengal, including Section Writers and llncovonanted Penaioners, not being under tho age of 
18, or above the ago of 6t), are eligible os snhscribers.

A referenco (u Uic Table will doubtless lead 
to the conviction that tho rates htivc nut been calculated at a Venture when the uicety and close 
approximation with which they vary as the exjioctation of life is great or (tmall, is observed; and 
to a person conversiiiil with such calcnlatioiis, an cx.iuiinatiuii uill satisfactorily prove tho nc* 
cui.acy with which the Tabic has been coiiipiiled.

The first five Tables arc for the use of tho Civil servants of the Company, of mexohaota, clergy¬ 
men and otnera, who are nut liable to the same exposure to the usurious effects of the dimato 
and other risks, to which military officers are subjuclod. 

Table I. contains the rates for Assurances on the lives of such persons for snenT tebhs, vary¬ 
ing from one to seven yoars. 

Table II. contains the rates for Assurances on tlie lives of such persons fortheWBOLBTBKif or 
Z.1FB, at an equal bate of premium, payable annually during life. 

Table III. also contains tho rates of premium for Assurances on the lives of sudi persons, for 
the WHOLBTEBii ov LIFE; but tho Table has been constructed on a plan, which has recently 
been introduced into the practice of Life Assurance in Great Britain, which has been attended 
With great success, and has met with tho decided approval of Policy-holders.

Aa soon as a Ship la in Dock, the Commanding Ofliecr will be pleased to station bis people to hook on 
the tackles, for pulling the Ship fhirorer the blocks, and to divide liia men equally on both sides, for 
tba liaiiling up of Ibe sliores As the safety of the Slilb depends on the prompt shoring of her, tbe most 
}Miriloular atteiii’on is requisite to the observance oftbia rule ■ for as no exertion of the Dock-people can 
eBect this without the co-operation of the Ship’s crew, the responsibility will rest with tbe olfleara Ibr 
any neglect of Ibfs most Imiioriaiit duty.

Whatever aeconimodation of Ciiok-rooms, Rnrglng.Sheds, Sail Lofts, &c mav be required, will be ob¬ 
tained on application from the Commanding Officer, to the Assistants of the Dock yani, to whom he la 
requested to npplv In all c.ises, fur assistance of every kind { aii'l it is distincriy noiiQed, that iioCap- 
atands. Spars, Blocks, Sheers, Hopes, Carls, Bamboos, or any ariicles whatever, belonging to tbe Dock¬ 
yard, will be Allowed lo be used ivllhoiit permisKton. 

'Ilic Commnnding Officer of every Ship in Dock is reqQesled,to caution all hla«Ofllcera and erew from 
interfering with tbe duty of any of the Dock-yard peimlc, or molesting them in any way t but on all oc¬ 
casions onieed, to apply to the European Assistants of the Dock-yard, wlioae du^ it will be to pay 
immediate Attention to the eppllcation, and remedy all difficulties. 

As the Dock-yard walla and gates are for the aecurity ol all those within them, no Native will be 
liemiiited to carry any article out, without a pass from an Offleer ofthe Ship, In the anme manner as the 
Dock-vardiieoplearenotpermittedlocarry any tiling out, without a pass from one of the European 
As<<lsianls.

If required, the Aesured shall also procure a Certificate, under the Hand of ohe or more Ma> , 
gistrates, Sworn Notary, or Clergvman of the City or Dietriet In which the Fire happened, not' 
concerned in enoh loss, importing that thsy are acquainted with the Character and Oireumelallt^ 
of the Person or Persons insnred, and hariug investigated the Circnmstanccs relating to' sntn 
Loss, do know, or verily believe, that he, she, or they.^ really, and by Misfortune, withofit anjr 
kind of Fraud or evil Practise, have suetained by such Fire, Less and Damage to tho Amount 
therein mentioned; and until such Proofo, Affidavit, and Certificate are produced, the Lorn UoMi' 
shall not be payable. 

Where property insured ia only partially damaged, no Abandonment of the same will be Allow*- 
ed, unless by consent of the Company or its Agont.

I. Th« oxUting Cluuter of the Bank of Bengal haTing been found in man; Kipeete incore* 

ni ent an d imperfect, the Uembers of the said Corporation hare by their Directora applied to the 
Gorernor General of India In Council for the amendment thereofi by a new Charter or Act of 
Incorporation, tendering the aurrender thereupon of the aaid Charter, and the Governor General 
in Council having aaaented to aueh aurrender, and to the continuance of the aatd Corporation ua 
hereinafter declaredIt ia hereby enacted, tliatfrom the lal day of May next after the paaa. 
ing of thia Act the Cluteler of the aaid Bank of Bengal bearing date the '/bth May lb‘23, and the 
Acta No. XIX. of lS3d and No. XXIV. of 1838 relating thereto, aliali respectively ceuae to have 
effect; and the aame are hereby from that day cancelledf save as to such particulars as are herein 
mentioned or referred to. * 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that the persons who at the time of the determination of the 
md Charter and Acts aforesaid aliall, under the proviaions of llie said Charter and Acts, be tho 
Pftiprietora of tin Capital Stock of the said Bank of Bengal, aluiU iioiwiihsianding the determiua* 
tion of the sa‘d Charter and Acte continue to be a corporation, body corporate and politic by the 
name of the Bank of Bengal with perpetual succebsiou to them and their auoccsaurs I'ropnetors 
lor the time being of tho said Bank as heroinafter mentioned, aud ‘to possess aud enjoy all the 
righta, privilege and immiriitim iiicidcut by law to a corporaliou aggregate. 

HI. And it is hereby eu.iotM. that all property and securities lor properly, claims and de> 
muds whatsoever now vested in or held by the said Bank of Bengal, under and by virtue of the 
uid Charter aud Acta, shall immediately on tlie duterminauou of the said Charter devolve on and 
become vested and continued in tho Bank of Bengal, so continued aud uicorpuruicd by this Act 
aa aforesaid, and that the said Bank of Bengal so contuiiied and iiicurputatfd as aforcauid shall 
be sutt^eut to all debts, demands, claims and liabilities outstanding against the said Bank at iho 
time of auch determination of its said Chartor as aforesaid, aud that no suit or proceeding at 
Law or in Equity then pending shall cease or abate in consequence of such determiiiauuii ul Uie 
said present Charter, and of sucli renewal and coiitiuuaiiue of tho said Bank by virtue of this 
Act. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, Uiat the said Bank so renewed and continued shall and may 
sue and bo sued by its coiporate name aforesaid, and shall and may have and use suchtcummon 
seal aa the Directors of the said Bonk shall from time to time apjiuint, and sliall be competent to 
aoquire and hold cither absolutely or conditionally, for a term or in perpetuity, any description of 
pr^riy whatever and to transfer and convey the siiine. 

V. And it ia hereby enacted, that the Capital Stuck of the said Bank as constituted under the 
aaid preoeiit Charter and Acts shall on the doteriiiination of tlic same by virtue of thia Act conti¬ 
nue' to bo the Capital Stock of aaid Bank so renewed and coiiuuued as aiuiesoid, provided 
however that it shall be in the power of tho Governor General of liidui ui Council from time to 
lime, by resolution notified in the C’aimita Gazetlt, tp authorize the aaid Capital Stuck to be in¬ 
creased and to make such order and direction for the opening of subscriptions tuwaids such in- 
crease of capital aa to him may seem fit, giving due notice thereof to tlie i'rupriciors ol ihe said

And it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank at Bengal may issue Promissory Notes, 
payable either on demand or at a date not exceeding thirty days after sight, which Notes shall 
and may be signed on behalf of the said Bank by such person as Ute Directors of the said Bank 
may appoint or authorise in that behalf, provided always that the total amount of such Notes in 
circulation at any one time shall not exceed two crores of Kupen, and provxdod also that no such 
Note shall be for a smaller amount than ten B iipees. 

XXXII. And it ia hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful far the said Bonk to make, issue 
or negotiate any Note, Bill or oUicr instrument containing any promise, undertaking or o^dor for 
the payment of money elsewhere than within tbo limits of India. 

And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful fur the Directors of the said Bank 
of Bengal to receive in deposit Goods not of a perishable kind, and to contract for the safe keep¬ 
ing of the same.

An Act to enable “ The Union Bank of CtdeulOd* to sue and to he sued m lAs tiome 
of the Seeretary or of the Treasurer of the said Company. 

WhereaB by and under a certain Deed of ParUienhip or Aaeociition or an Agreement ut 
writing of that natura bearing date the 1<-* day oi August I8S9, soreial peraona hara Armed 
themselvea into a certain Company or Co putnership by the name of ' The Union Bink of 
Calcutta by which said Deed oi Agreement it was and i. provided (amongst other things) 
that the business of the said Company should consist in issuing PromisMiry Notes payable to 
bearer on demand at tlieir Oftce in Calcutta for any sum of not less than Bight CompanT'e 
Rupees, and not exceeding One Ihousand Company's Riinees, and Bills of Exchange payable 
at such time after date oi sight as the Directors for the time being should fix to parties who 
should require the same and deposit the am uiit of such Bills in tho said Bank, which deposit 
should bear interest at such rate as the Directors should fix, and also in disconnting Bills and 
Promissory Notes not having a longer period to x<in than four months from the time of discoaut* 
mg tho same respectively, and also in Jonding money on the Secunty of peivonal property Ar 
any penod not exceeding four months, or in cish accounts to persons depositing undoubisa As.

And it is hereby furUier enacted, that an examined copy of every Memorial to he depo¬ 
sited and enrolled pursuant to this Act, certified to be a true copy by and under the hand and 
signature of the Keeper of Records and Muniments for the time being of the said Supremo Court 
of Judicature shall bo received in evidence os proof of the contents of such Memorial, and proof 
shall not be required that the persofi by whom the Memorial purports to be verified was, at the 
time of such verificationt one of the Oircctora of the said Union-Bank.

CROWN RULE. 

It is ordeKd thnt the Clerk of the Crown do keep an account wilh the Bank of 
I7 a1i in a distinct iiccoiint to beheaded, ''Fine ncconnt-' of the money and eecttrities 
for money in hi;, hands, H])p1icablc under the Ciinrter and statiiten law, to defray the 
costs and cxpenccs of prosecutions and of nilnesscs in ccrluin cases nnd that whenever 
tlie babuicc in casli in the liands of the Bank of Bengal, on tiiis account, exceeds the 
Niiin of Company's Rupees iivc*l]ioiisiind, that the surplus shall from time to time, he 
invested in the purchase of Coiupaiiy's papci' to be lodged with the Bank of Bengal on 
deposit on the same account; and it is further ordered that tlie (.'lerk ofllic Crown do 
at the comniencement of each of the four criiiiin.il sessions, cominflieing on the hrst day 
of each term, deliver to the Judges on the Crown side, a ataleinent in writing of the' 
stale of such aecount, viz.; of the sums in cash in the Bank of Bengal, and nf tho Uo. 
verninent sccuiities there deposited on the same account, which statements bhalI be re¬ 
gularly tiled on tlic Crown side of the Court.

And, it is further ordered, that the Accountant Generi}^ do, 
at the commencement of each term, exninine and report to the Court as to the slate of 
the sccnriiy given, by such officers of the Supreme Court or of the Insolvent Court as 
may give security to the Court for any monies or securiUea for money in any vay in 
their official possession. 


RvUe to take the 7fA day of January, 1848. 

Tt is ordered that the third, fourth, fifth and thirteenth of the Ecclesiastical rules tu 
tie the Registrar as ex officio administrator be repealed, and that the Registrar as such 
administrator do, fur the lime being, in all things conform to the provisions of the sta¬ 
tutes 39 and 40 Geo. III. c. 79i and of the statute 65lh George III. c. 84, and of any 
other statute or act in existence for the time being regulating the aforesaid office. 


Rule to take effeti fi'om tAo 7th day of January, 1848. 

Whereas it is desirable to make new provisions for the investment of the monies 
and securities for money, being the assets of the estates of dcecn.sed presons under ad¬ 
ministration by the Ecclesiastical Registrar as Ex-Officio administrator, and for the 
more secure custody of such lart of suen assets as aforesaid, as cannot be deposited in 
the Treasury of the East India Company, under the ninth of the Ecclesiasticnl rules 
title the Registrar as e«-^ctu administrator, It is, therefore, ordered that all monies 
and securities fur money belonging to the estates under the administration of the Regis¬ 
trar, as such ex-officio administrator, be invested in Government sccuiiULS and deposit¬ 
ed in the Treasury of the East India Company a> directed by the ninth of the Ecclesi¬ 
astical rules title the Registrar as ex-olllcto administrator, except such sums ns it may, 
from time to time, be necess.-irv to iot:iin to meet the necessary outlays which the Re¬ 
gistrar as such ev-ojich administrator may be called upon to make in the conduct of 
his office, and that all such sums under this exception, which are not deposited in the 
Bank of Bengal on or before the hrst day of the second term in this year; and that the 
Ecclesiastical Registrar do keep the same in aucniint with the Bank of Bengal, under 
the description of the rcgibtiiir us iu-(^cio administrator, and that he do on the first 
day of every term respective!}', deliver to tlie Court a correct statement in u'riting of 
account so kept by him as aforesaid vritli the B<utk of Bengal, whereupon the Court 
shall make such order and give siicii direction as to the investiueut of any part of such 
money, as to the Court shall seem fit. 

After reading these rules the Chief Justice made the foUovting observations: 

It is necessary to explain why we repeal these rules which relate to the office of the 
Registrar as ex-officio administrator. The 3d and .Otli are unnecessary. They merely 
repeat the provisions of the statute. The 7th Ims never been acted upon, not being in 
strict conformity u ith the statute. It should liavc licen repealed long ago. My atten¬ 
tion has only lately '1>ecn directed to it. The 4th Rule is in its terms inflexible; but 
the circumstances of different estates which dilTer materially from each other do not 
admit of its being inflexibly applied j and it cannot always be acted upon to the full 
extent of its provbions. The Rule which we now substitute expresses more correctly, 
what it is ifie duty of the Registrar to do under the statute, and of the court to'direct' 
in conformity with the statute. The statute 39 and 40 Geo. 3d which is the origin of 
the cx-jiticio administration of the Registrar, does not enable him to administer estates 
differehtly from other administrators, nor does it enable the court ex-officio to adminis¬ 
ter the estates or interfere in their administration. The Registrar is directed to bring 
the assets into court for safe custody, and to account for them regularly in like manner 
as where assete are vested in the bands of any officer of the court under and by virtuq 
of the equitable jurisdiction of the court. The court has not the power conferred upon- 
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it br this statute of ordering summarily and without the presence of the iweessary 
parties, exparte takings of aceounts tedious and expensive, and by which no body 
would be bound t at once onerous to the estates'and not giving to the accounting partly 
hU diwharge.' The court has power to see that the money is paid into court, and ke^ 
there, and has power to regulate the manner of such custody. This statute on refer* 
ence to the subject matter of it must recieve a reasonable coiiatruction, There will b« 
necessarily in the administmtion of many estates outlays imlispcnsuble to the {>ro|NW 
conduct of such aduiiuistrations: some periodical, some occasional, nnd occurring at 
uncertain periods. The retention in hand of considerable funds has for very many yeant 
past prevailed, and'such floating balances have been regularly stated in the accounts. 
There are now nearly 2,000 estates under administration. The floating balance ordimu' 
rily in hand, distributed over all the estates would amount to about fifty rupees Mr 
estate, certainly no large sum for an administrator to retain in hand in any particular 
estate. The ailliciilty of our saying what balances ought to be retained is very great, 
for we have no means of taking the accounts of all the estates. Hut the rule which wo 
have framed provides for tUc investment of nil that it is not necessary to retain, ond 
the deposit of that which is retained in the Bank of Bengal. The balances are Rot 
larger now than in former years; nor does the practice of the office differ now from 
that which has long prevailed. There is another ohjeclioii to the fourth rule, that it 
appears to sanction the no.'-investment of the assets of small estates when under SOB' 
rupees, 1 believe that this was not intended nor has been acted upon. But there being 
then no Company’s paper below tliat amount, the rule was worded os I understSRa 
with reference to that circumstance. 

The assets of several small estates may be blended for the purposes 6f investment 
without confusion, the accounts of the estates being separate. If the assets of every 
estate where they amounted to 500 rupees were instantly in every _ case without any 
reservation whatever invested, much inconveniencc<w(>uld be the certain cunsequence and 
probably often loss. The rules now framed is necessarily in its terms general but is 
positive and explicit in its directions. The court is entitled to have from time to time 
explanations as to the bakanccs nnd nil moneys which the exigencies of the estates and 
the necessary outlays do not require to be kept uninvested, must be invested in Com¬ 
pany’s paper, so that the estates may have the benefit of ihc interest in the interim be. 
tween the collection and the distribution of the assets, and those which are necessarily 
not invested must be kept in court, that is kept in account with the Bank of Bengal in 
the proper name and title uf officer directed by the rule, and be subject to the recent 
rule lately framed as to moneys there in deposit. 


RULES REPEALED. 


3. When letters of administration or ad colligenda shall have been granted to the 
Registrar under the Statute 39 & 40 Cco. III. he shall,in all cases, besides filing an 
inventory and account current according to the tenor of the administmtion bond and 
usual course of the Reclesiastical Court, cuter into a book to be kept for that purpose 
separate accounts of each estate, and of all such sums of money, bonds, and other seen* <

4. Whenever the balance of cash in the hands of the Registrar belonging to anyone 
estate shall amount to 500 Company's rupees, the hegisbrnr shitll invest the same on 
the account of such estate in the purchase of secutUies of the United East India Com* 
pany, bearing interest. 
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5. The RegUlm shall, on the first day of the second and foiuth terms in every year, 
deliver in open Court a schedule of all sums of money, bonds or other securities received 
on account of each estate remaining under his charge, together with the payments ibade 
thereout and the balances, and also a schedule of all administrations whereof the ba¬ 
lances shall have been paid over to the persons entitled to the same, since the period of 
exhibiting the late schedule, specifying the amount of such balances and the persons to 
whom paid, which schedules shall be then filed of record and shall, within fourteen days 
afterwards, be published in the Calcutta Gazette by the Registrar, who shall likewise 
cause copies thereof in triplicate to be delivered to the Chief Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bengal, informing him, that by the Act 55 of George III. the Goveminent is 
directed to transmit the same to the Court of Directors of the East India Company, who, 
upon receipt thereof, are to cause the same to be published in the London Gazette. 

13. Whenever the aggregate sums of money in the liands of the Registrar, whether 
arising from balances of the respective cslaies committed to him, and which do not 
amount to sufilciciit for the purpose of investing the same in the purchase of securities 
of the said United Company, on account of each respective estate, or from any other 
cause or on any other account whatsoever, do amount altogether to sicca rupees ten 
(thousand, he do report the su ne to the Court for their direction on the subject.

AN ACT TO BBOCLATE DISTRESSSB FOB SMALL BENTS IN CALCUTTA. 

It is beraby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Commlaslonns of the Court of Commissioners R>r the 
Kecovery of Small Debts in and Ibr the Settlement of Fort Willmm In Bengal to appoint four or more persons, 
to be Bailiflb and Amraisers ibr iba purposes oi ibis Act, and to bx such remuneration lor ilie services of the 
said Officers u shall appear to the said Commissioners expedient, and Ibat such persons shall be duly sworn 
belbrc the said Commissioners, and shall alao give aecoriiy to be approved by the aairi Commiiirianers ffiiib.

The Cliief Magistrate will as heretofore take cognizance of all offonccs occurring on the 
Biver and reserve to himself the option of adjudicating cases of importance wherever they may 
occur within the limits of the Town. . ,v j ^ 

6th. Where Felonies and other serious offences have been committed, and the oflenden not 
apprehended, information should be lodged with Captain G, W. S. flicxs, the Supcriulcu- 
dent of the Police, at the Police Office or at the nearest Station or Section House. _ 

7th. Police Office hours are from 11 o’clock a. m. to 5 p. m. or til! business is finished. 

8th. The Lock-up Houses and Jails to bo specially under the orders of tho Chief Magistrate, 
and tli0 Fire Engines under the Superintendence and general control of the Chief Slagutrale; 
but the Magistrates generally will, of course, lend their hearty aid in eases of serioiu lire, and in 
visiting tlio Jails, for tho purpose of bringing forward improvements or new ro^laiiona. 

9th. The regulation of religious and other processions will be administered by Captain 
Hicks, nnder the direction of the Chief Magistrate. . ^ .. 

10th. All Correspondence on general points affecting tho Police, or the Police Buildings, or tho 
Establishments, will pass through the othco of the Chief Magistrate. ^ 

11th. All Complaints against Police Officers are to be preferred before tho Superintendent, m 
the first instance. Those requiring to bo judicially dealt with and ate only cognizable by the 
Chief Magistrate. _ 

Pith. The Assessment and Conservancy Dephriments are under the Chief Magistralc. Refer¬ 
ences in the latter Department are £6 be made to the Superintendent of Roads and Conservancy, 
and in the tbrmor to the Chief Magistrate direct.

BtB Law, Htu Notbhbeb, 1814.—Persons of ctU fiuno ftequenting streets, Ao. willioAt 
giving a good aceouAt of thcmseives, aad shewn upon oath to liave bma so ikeapeuting stieefs, 
Ac. with intent to commit a feloin. may he adjudged, hy one jnstioe, to suffer mty stripe^ «■ to 
be sent to house of correction for diree months. 


Byb Law, Slst Abbil, 1617.—Persons found in possession of lead, iron and other metals, and 
not able hon^y to account for dieir being eo, mty bo eeutenoed by one Justice to pay a Am of 
Bs. 100, for the first offence; 200 Rs. for the second offence, and Ra. 400 for every subsequent 
offence; or, if tho fine is not paid, to 2 months*, 4 months*, and 6 months*, imprisonment with 
hard labour in the hoUse of obirection. 

Power to one Justice to make an order on a husband and father to maintain his wife and child* 
ren, legithnate and illegitimate, and to commit to Common Jail for non*compliauce for two 
months. 

Workmen, servants, labourers employed at wharfs, arsenals, godowns, shops, found in posses* 
sion of goods, Ac. and not able to account for such possession satisfactorily, may bo committed, by 
one Jnatice, to the house of correction for G months.'* 


Byb Law* 12tii Novbxbbb, 1816.-Journeymen artificen or workmen, purloining, Ac. mate* 
rials delivered to fashion, work up, or repair may bo sentenced by one Justice, to e fine of Rs. 
100; or, if the fine is not paid, to two montha* imprisonment in the house of oonection, or the 
like imprisonment without fine. 

Byu Law, 22o Octobbb, 1819.—Offences similar to the laat-mentioned ocenrring at tho Mint, 
liable to 4 months* imprisonment in the House of Coirecuon or to whipping, or fine, by authority 
of one Justice. ^ 

Persons employed at the Mint contravening rules in regard to alloy, liable to fine not exceeding 
50 Rs. or to public whipping, by one Jn&tico. « 

Also, principal moltera at the Mint, debasing metal, liable to public whipping, also to fine, by 
one Justice, of Hs- 50; and commitment to common jail, and house of correction, for a period not 
exceeding 4 moutiis. 


Byb Law, 13tii Novbubbr, 1821.—Persons purchasing, Ac. regimental aeconiremenis from 
soldiers, may be fined, by one Justice, in the sum of rupees 50, and if the fine is not paid, may be 
committed to the common jail, or house of correction, for a period not exceeding 3 calendar 
months, or may be whipped. 


Bye Law, 13tii Apbil, 1816.—Mariners arrived in ships that may be hunt or destroyed, are 
liable to be compelled to serve in other ships, and if they refuse, or desert, to imprisoument for 
two months, beyond tho period for which they received advance, by one Justice. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PERSON. 

Byb Law, 20Tn July 1814, auenobd 7tu Febbuary, 1818.—Power to one Justice to try 
charges of assault, forcible entry, or other injury, accompanied by force, not being felony, and to 
inflict a fine, not exceeding one hundred rupees: and if the fine is not paid, to commit to the com* 
mon jail for 3 months. 'I'he whole of the fine may be awarded by way of satiafiiction to the party 
injured. 

Bye Law, IStu Novrmbbb, 1814.—Power to one Justice to try charges of abduction. Vis. 
enticing and decoying away from parents or guardians for immoral purposes, married women, or 
female children under 13 years of ugc, of Hindoos or Muhomedans not of Christians uid to san* 
fence to 200 rupees fine. If the line is not paid, then to commit to the house of correction to hard 
labour for 6 montlis. 


Byb Law, 2Gtu Mauch, 1616.—British and foreign mariners deserting from their vessels, or 
overstaying leave, are liable to imprisoumeut for 30 days in liie common jail, or house of coirec* 
tion, by one Justice. 

Byb Law, l3vR Apui^ 1818.—Domestic servants are liable to two months* imprisonment, 
in the bouse of correction, for mit-ctariaff*, or insolence, by one Justice.

Btb Law, lira Novbhbbr, 1814..—Seamen deserting ships liable to a fine of 50 rupees, in 
default of payment, or simpliciter or not more than 30 days' imprisonment in the House of Cor> 
rection, and not less than 14 days’ sentence by one Justice. 


BtkLaw, 26ra Mabob, 1816. —British and foreign seamen leaving their vessels against the 
will of the master, or overstaying their ieave, may be sent to the house of correction for 30 days 
by one Justice. 


OFFENCES AGAINST THE PUBLIC. 

Btb Law, Stb Jolt, 1816.—Persons taking wine or liquor into the garrison of Fort William, 
without authority, and for persons below the rank of officers, are liable to imprisonment in the 
common Jail or house of correction.

Btb Law, 18th Novbmbbb, 1840.—Persons throwing dirt, &c., on roads; or into drains, or 
leavmg bricks, carriages, &c., or obstructing them, shall forfeit 10 rupees. 

Persons not removing projections, or encroachments on roads, on notice, are liable to be fined 
100 rupees, and ozpences ol removal. 

Workmen rebuilding walls and encroncliing beyond the old foundations, Rable to a fine of one 
thousand rupees, and Uie wall .d be pulled down- 

Tlie above penalties to be adjudged by two Justices, and levied by distress of goods. If such 
distgess is not found suiUcieul, then ulfendcrs may be committed fur sbi months to the Common 
Jail! 

• N. B. This Bye Law gives (he power to Justices to summon Juries to assess the value of 
lands about to be taken for roads and sewers. 

By the same Bye Law, persons of low condition walking with arms in the street, without 
authority of Government, or of a Justice of the Peace, liable to forfeiture of arms and a fine of 20 
rupees, to be adjudged by one Justice. 


Byb Law, 23d Jitnb, 1802.—Gunpowder is forbidden to be manufactured or sold in Calcutta, 
without license, under penalty of seizure of the powder, and fine of 500 rupees is made, and 4 
rnpees per seer if sold. Ono Justice may sentence where Uie penalty is less than one hundred 
rupees. License to be granted by two Justices. 


Btb Law, 7tb FeBBuary, 1818.—Hotels, Taverns, Punch Houses, &c., to be licensed by two 
Justices. If opened without license, a fine of rupees 100 may be levied by two Justices. By t^ 
law a particular ghaut is appouited fur seamen to land at. (N. B. A dead letter.) 

Btb Law, 17tii April, 1820.—Common or promiscuous gaming for money liable to a fine of 
100 rupees; if not paid, 3 mouths’ iinprisonmcnt in the House of Correction, by one Justice. 


Btb Law, 8th March, 1827.—Ticca bearers plying wilhont badges, liable to a fine of 20 
rupees, and in default of payment, imprisonment in the common Jail or house of correction, not 
exceeding one monUi, by one J ustice.

Memorandaf 

1. A tax is levied on all dweiliug houses in Calcutta, to the amount of 5 per cent, on the 
nnnaal rent. 

■ ®f House Tax can be allowed unless notice of tho vacancy of Premises be 

given within seven days of their becoming vacant, (for which notice a receipt ia granted,) nor 
unless similar notice be given of the re-occuvancy of such premises within seven days of their 
bccomiiig occupied, (for which notice a reempt is likewise given.) 

3. The bills for House Tax, are made out from books prepared by the Assessors, and approved 
by the Justices at their Quarter Sessions, when parties are desirous of having foeir own names 
substituted for the names in which the bills arc made out, or when tho Assessors valuation of pte- 
niises IS objected to, they should apply to the Justices at their Quarter Sessioua for the alteration 
of nainea or the abatement of asseBsmentf the case may bo, and Landlords, are particularly re¬ 
quired to take notice tliat any abatement in tlie assessment which may be allowed by the Juaticta 
111 Sessions hw effect from and after the quarter immediately succceduig that in which the abate¬ 
ment was allowed, and not retroracctively, 

4. The ^larter Sessions are holden by H. M. Justices of tho Peace in Pebruaiy, May, 
August and November in each year; at these Sessions the Assessors make such increase in the 
valuation of premises as they may deem proper, timely notice being served upon the owners or 
occupims of the premises the assessment whereof it is proposed to increase, public notice is given 
m the Calcutta Exchange Oazetfe and Bengally and Persian Newspapers of the holding w the 
Quarter Sessions, and of the period allowed by the Justices for receiving appeals against the as-' 
***®*®ti'wbicb should be delivered to the Clerk to the Justices. The assessors give notice to 
ajmliants of the day and hour appointed by the JuaUces to hear their appeals. 

J House Tax is payable quarterly and recoverable, in coses of delkult by disireea-of the 
goods and chattels of the owner or occupier, under the provisions of tSe statute 33d Qeo.

Whereas hy the 158th Section of the 52d Chapter of the Statute 33, George III., certaio poven 
and duties in regard to the collection and disbursement of the Assessment hereby authonsed to 
bo made by the Justices of the Peace urithin or for tbie Presidency of Fort WiUiw, were confer* 
rod and imposed upon the said Justices. And whereas by Act No. XXIV. of 1840, certaiii 
changes were made in the Law relating to the said Assessment. 

And whereas it is.apparent that the Sewerage and Drainage of the Town of Calcutta, and the 
supply of water for the domestic use of the inhabitants thereof, and for the due deansing of Drains 
therein, and the means of providing for t^ due ventilation of the Town, and the repairing, clean¬ 
sing and lighting the roads and streets, and the making convenient lines of communication by 
spacious streets, and the preventing and removing of nuisances, and the duo provision of adequate 
means for the relief of the sick poor in the said Town aro very defective, all which cause excessive 
disease and great mortality. And whereas the Laws and Hegulatious now ui force, and the pecu¬ 
niary means applicable to the said objects are wholly insufficient for the remedy of so great a 
mischief, and whereas it is expedient that remedy should be had horein. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that Act No. XXIV. of 184U, entitled an Act for amending the Law 
with respect to Bates for municipal purposes withiu the Town of Calcutta, is repealed. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that all the said powers and duties in regard to the collection 
and disbursement of the said Assessments shall from and after the First day of January 1848 
cease to be exercised and performed by the said Justices for the Town of Calcutta, and shall he 
exercised and performed by a Board of Seven Commissioners to be called the Commissioners for 
the Improvement of the Town of Calcutta, of whom three' shall be appointed by the Governor of 
Bengal, and four shall be electet' by the Rate-payers of the Town of Calcutta, that is to say, uns 
by the Bate-payers of each of tho following Divisions, viz.

thult of election ahall be appointed by tlto said Governor of Bengal, and any vacancies which ‘ 
nuy from time to time occur in the situations of any of the Conimisuoncrs who shall have boeo 
appointed by the said Governor, shall bo hllcd up by the appointment of the said Governor. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Commissioners shall sovorally receive such Salaries 
as may from time to time bo fixed by tho Governor of Dongsil, with the concurrence of t'le Gover¬ 
nor General iu Council, and that fur the exorcise and performance of all tho powers and duties 
lioroinboforo or hcroinaflcr conferred and imposed upon tlio said Commissioners, five shall bo a 
quorum. Provided always and it is hereby enacted, lliqt it shall be lawful for any one oftbesaid 
Commissioners to issue a warrant of Distress for tho recovery of any arrears of any rates .or tasea 
accruing under tho said i58th Section of the said Statute or under this Act. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, tliat the time and place and manner of the elections of tlie said 
elective Commissioners in each of the said Divisions shall be according to such scheme as shall b^ 
agreed upon by a TOncral meeting of tho Owners and Occupiers of assessed Louses, buildings ana 
grounds in the said Town, consisting of not less than one hundred of the said Owners and Occu¬ 
piers, and presented on behalf of such mcoling to tho Governor of Bengal and approved by him. 
But BO as such elections shall take place annually. 

Provided always and it is horeby enacted, that if no such general meeting shall be held within 
ono nioutli from the passing of tbis Act, or if no such scheme shall bo presented on behalf of such 
iiicoting to tho Governor of Bengal within ono month after such meeting shall have been lield, it 
shall then be lawful for the said Governor of Bengal to appoint tho whole of the said Commis- 
sioiicrs. 

Provided also and it^ymroby enacted, tliat the schemo shall bo laid by the Governor of Bengal 
before the Governor General in Council for his approbation, and shall not be in force until such 
approbation sliall havo been signified in writing. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Commissioners shall from and after t^ said day 
have power within the said Town to levy upon the Owners or Users of the several kinds of Car- 
riagus. Carts and Morses mentioned in the Scncdulo to this Act annexed, taxes accordmg to the 
rates mentioned ift the said Bchcdule, and tliat tho said Commisslonors shall have power and dis¬ 
cretion to compound with Livery Stable Keepers and other persons keeping Carriages and Horses 
for lure for an annual rate of lax to be assessed upon tho Carriages and Horses in their Establish¬ 
ments in lieu of taxes according to the rates mentioned in tlic said Schedule. 

VI. And it is enacted, tliat tlio said taxes acrording to the rates mentioned in tho said Sche¬ 
dule shall bo levied quarteily, and tliat every person who has been Uio Owner or User of a Car¬ 
riage or Horso within tho said Town diuring thirty days in any ono quarter shall be liable fur the 
taxes of that entire quarter. Provided always no pmrson who has not been tlio Owner or 
User of a Carriage or Horse within the said Town during thirty days in any one quarter shall be 
liable to any tax in respect of any Carriage or Horse. Providea also that no such tax shall be 
levied in respect of any Horse, Carriage or Cart in the employment of Government. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the asacsamcnis and rates mode under the authority of the 
Statute 33 tioorgc III. C. 52, Section 15S, and of Section II. of this Act, shall bo of such amount 
as together with Uie aitMuiit of the taxes to bo levied by tho Commisaiuticrs under Section V. of 
this Act, and togctlgit witli such other funds as may be placed at the disposal of Uiu said Com- 
^Issiiincrs by tlio Govenimcnt of Bengal, shall appear to the said Cuminissioncrs expedient for 
completely clTccUug tho purposes siiccUicd iiKthis Act, any thing in Qic said 158th Section of tho 
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Baid Statnto uolwitlutandlBg. Provided slwayt, that ho wte diall iM mtifa onaMfiaf dm per 
cent, on the assessed value of proMrty without the aanotiou of the Govomor of Beagal. 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that for the asaesament and collection of the rates and taxes 
to bo levied by the said CommUsloneia it shall be lawfhl for the said Commiasioneia to appoint 
such Assessor or Asseasots, Collector or Collectorai to make such ^ion of the offices of Aiiim«my 
and Collector, and to prescribe such rules and take such securities for the due execution of the 
duties of such Assessors and Colleetora aa the said Commissioners shall deem expedient, and such 
Assessors and Collectors shall receive such salaries as the Ooventment of Bengal may see fit to 
aauction. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not ho necessary in any assessment rate or warrant 
of distress undhr thd said Statute, and this Act, to specify the names of the Owners or Occn^era 
ofHousest Buildings and Grounds; but it shall be safflciont if every property rated be inden- 
tified, and in the ease of Houses numbered in any street, that the name of the street sod num^r 
of the House rated he particularly specified. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Goods and Chattels of the Owners of any Houses, Build* 
ings or Grounds rated under the eaid Statute, and this Act, shall be aeizable any when (except 
O^a Snd Chattels concealed as hereinafter mentioned) for deficiency ■ hi the payment of rates, 
nnd that all Goods and Chattels which shall be found upon any premises rated wall he seizslble 
for any arrears, which may be due for a period of one year immediately preceding aueh seisura, 
and in the case of the seizure of the Goods and Chattels of a tenant under such drcumstonces, 
such tenant may deduct the amount of the levy from the next payment of his rent. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that when t^re is ground to suspect that Goods and Chattels 
liable to distress under the said Statute, and this Act, are concealed in any Zenana, the Officer 
charged with tho execution of the warrant shall make a special report to the Commissioner grant* 
ing the same, who ehall thereupon follow os closely as is practicable, the rules for the seizuie of 
Goods and Chattels in like cases adopted by Her MiOesty's Supreme Court- 

XIT. And it is hereby enr ;ted, that it wall be lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby'required to make roles and as'occasion may r^uire to odd to, revoke or alter tho same, 
for Uie regulation of the time atad manner of nsseesing and levying the said taxes, snd for eom- 
pelling persons to give any information which may be necessaty for that purpose, and for impos* 
>ng penalties upon persons not performing any duty cast upon them by the eaid rules for the said 
purpose, and upon persons obstructing any persons acting under the said Commissioners in that 
noehalf so as that auoh penalty diall not in any case exceed 100 Rupees. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that such rules shqll be laid before the Oovenor of Bengal 
and approved by him, and ehall thoi be laid by the said Govenior of Bengal before the Governor 
General in Council, and when approved by him diall have the force of law. Provided always, 
and it is hereby enacted, that the said taxes shall not be leviable until such rules have been so 
made and approved. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawftil for the said Commissioners to levy the 
arrears of the said taxes and any penalties which may be incurred under the said rules by the 
same process of distress as is heroinbeforo provided for the levying of tho aforesaid rates on 
Houses, Buildings and Grounds. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that the whole proceeds of the said rates and taxes, ailer pay¬

I. Whereas it is expedient to specify the particalar purposes to -which rates assessed ooil^nkses. 
buildinge and grounds in Calcutta shall be Applied; and abolish the practice which has bitneito 
preTsiledf of levying Ave per cent, on the annual valao of aU houses, buildings and grounds, 
without reference to the amount necessary for accomplishing the purposes of the rates; such per¬ 
centage being inadequate for the purposes to which the rates have hitherto been, deenjpd applica¬ 
ble. And whereas it is exp^ent to make the per-centago leviable by quarterly rates on the an¬ 
nuel value of property to depend entirely on the expenditure necessary for accomplisbing in on 
efficient manner, the purposes to which the rates shall henceforth be appliMble, and providing for 
all incidental expenoes and casual deAcieiicies or defoults. And whereas it is exp^ient to sub- 

' jsct the collection and administration of the funds raised for Municipal purposes in the various 
districts of the town to the management of the rate-payers themselves within such districts res¬ 
pectively, whenever 'they are desirous of undertaking llie same, and ore willing to enter into pro¬ 
per arrangements for the purpose. And whereas it is expedient to modify the provisions of tho 
Statute 3^, Geo. 3, Chap. 52, in regard to assessments for the town of Calcutta in order for the 
better Collection of the same, reserving all tho'authority of such Statute in matters not inconsui- 
tent with fois Act,— ** 

It is hereby enacted, that the assessments which by the statute 33 Goo. 3, Chap. 52 are autlm- 
rized to be made for the town of Calcutta, shall be applicable to the following purposes only—vix* 
lighting and watering the roads and slieets, and cleansing and repuring the same and the drains 
of tho said town. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that the assessmemts and rates made under the authority of the 

said statuto shall be sufficient for accomplishing, in on efficient maimer, the purposes mentioned 
in the last section, for discharging all incidental expences, and for making up dcAeiencies and 
defaults of every kind whatsoever. Provided always that no rate shall be mode exceeding the 
amount of Ave per cent, on the assessed value of property without the sanction of the Governor 
ci Fort William in Bengal. • 

lit. And it is hereby enacted, for the encouragement of the control and supervision of the as¬ 
sessment and collection of the rates and management thereof within particular divisions being 
undertaken by the rato-payors themselves—the Justices at their quarter sessions shall publidi 
quarterly the particulars of all sums laid out, and all the expences of collection and difo;ionciea 
during the preceding quarter within the following divisions of tho town, or such other divisiona 
ns the Governor of Fort William in Bengal may from time to time direct, so long os the assoss- 
mont, collection or msnagement of the rates for such divisions shall jremaiu under their ^Uliedic- 
tion, viz. tiie let or Upper North Divimon, bounded os follows:

And it i« boMby ASActed, wheiMTer tiro4hlrds ill number Md vnlnd «f lb* nte>payen of 
any sueh reepectlve diTisions shall apply to the Goreraor of Port William in Bengal to under¬ 
take thcmaeiTcs the assessment, collection and management of the rates of sndi dhiaionf or an/ 
or either of these trusts, it shall be lawful for the Governor of Port William in Bengal to sriitho- 
rise the same accordingly, at his discretion; provided always that snob majority of rate-payers 
shall present a scheme which shall obtain bis full approbation for the safi) and e&iient ozocution 
of the trusts, the transfer of whicli from the present authorities is sought for.

V. ^ Ai|d it is hereby enacted, that for the better assessment and collection of rates under this 
Act, it shall be lawful for the Governor of Fort William in Benpl, to appoint sudi assessor or 
assesaorsf collector or collectors and to make sueh union of the offices of assessor and collector, 
and, to prescribe such rules^ and take such securities for ^ due execution of this Act by the 
person or persons employed in assessments and collections and in the management of the rates 
oollcclcd as he shall deem expedient. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be necessary in any Assessment rate or War¬ 

rant of Distress under this Act to roeeify the names of the owners or occnpieia of houses, build¬ 
ings and grounds; but it dioll be sufficient if every property rated be identified, and, in the case 
of houses numbered in auy street, that the same of tne street and numb« of the house rated be 
parlieularly specified. , “ 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the goods and chattels of the owner of any property rated 
shall- be seizable any where (except whore property is concealed as hereinafter mentioned) for 
deficiency in tho payment of rates. And that all property which shall bo found upon any premi¬ 
ses rated, shall be seizable for any arrears which may be due for a period of one year immeffiately 
preceding such seizure. And n the case of tho seizure of tho properly o( a tenant under such 
circumstances, he may deduct the amount of the levy from the next payment of his rent. 

_ VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that whore there is ground to suspect tliat property liable to 
distress under this Act is concealed in any Zenana, the Officer cluirged with tho execution of the 
warrant-shall make a special report to the Justice granting tlie same, who shall tliercupon. follpw, 
as closely as is practicable, the rules for the seizure m property in like cases adopted by Ilex 
Misty’s flupreme Court.

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A rule, ordiimnee, and regulation for the good order and civil govemment of the aettlAaeut 
Fort William in Uengal, and for regulating tho number and fare of Teeka PidaidteenB and Tceka 
Bearers in tlv,e Town of Calcutta, made and passed by the Vice President in Council, of and for ' 
llio Presidency of Port William in Bengal, the Eighth day of March, in the year of Our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and turenty-seven, and registered in the Supreme Court of Judicature, oa 
the 27th April, 1837. 

Whereas, it is considered just and expediont to regulate the number and fare of Tceka Palan« 
keens and Tceka Boaters, in tite Town of Calcutta, and to place tliem in such manner under con¬ 
trol of the Police, as may tend to the greater couvenieuce of the public. 

I- Be it therefore ordained by tho Vico President in Council, of and for the Presidency and 
settlement of Fort William in Bengal, and by virtue of the powers in hint vested, by a certain 
Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth year of the reign of ills Majesty King George the 111. 
cntituled "An Act for establishing certain regulations for tiio better management of the affairs of 
tho East India Company os well ih India os in Europe," and by a certain other Act of l^lia- 
nicnt, paasedin the fortieth year of His said Majesty King George III. entitulcd “ An Act fo^sta- 
blishiiig further regulations for tho government of the Britisli territories in India, and the belter 
administration of justice within the same, that thirty days oiler the duo publication and registry of 
this rule, ordinance, and'regulation in the Supremo Court of Judicature at Port William in Ben¬ 
gal, willi tho consent and approbation olidio said Supremd Court, if the said Court shall, in its 
discretion, nppiovo of and consent to the publication and registry of tho same, no person whatever 
shall let out or keep for hire any Teeka Palankeen, or serve as a Teeka Bearer within the limits 
of the Town of Calcutta, without liaving obtainud a lioenso for that purpose, signed by two of 
Ills Miycsty's Justices of the Pcooc, acting in and for the Town of Calcutta. 

II. And bo it fiirlhcr ordained by the auiliority aforesaid, that it shall and may bo lawful 
for the aforesaid Justices of the Peace, to license such number of Tceka Palankeens and Teeka 
Bearers, as they the said Justices shall deem sufficient for tlie said seltlemcnt of Fort William 
in Bengal, and that such licenses shall be granted for the term of onu year, and sluill and may 
bo recalled by any two of the said Justices, at any time within tho said year, for any great mis- 
condnet, or misbehaviour of any liersons to whom such license shall have been granted; and 
that if any persons wiUiiu the said settlement'of Fort William in Bengal, shall let out or keep 
for hire any Tceka Palankeens, or serve as Teeka Bearers without having obtained such license 
as is required by this rule, ordinance, and regulation, or allet any license vrhich he may have 
obtained shall have expired or been recalled, sudi person shall, upon conviction before two or 
more of the said Justices of the Peace, forfeit for each and every such offence a sum not exceed¬ 
ing thirty rupees, and in default of payment, shall be forthwith committed to the Common Goal 
or House of Correction, for any period not exceeding two mouths, unless tho line shall be sooner 
paid. 

HI. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that every Palankeen so licensed, 
as aforesaid, shall bear on each side thereof, in large characters in English and Bengallec figures or 
characters, the number of such liconse, and that every Tceka Bearer so licensed aforesaid, dioll 
Voar engraven or written thereon in large characters in English and Bengallee figures or eharac- 
ters, OM ttat if any poison, having Stained a license as aforesaid, to let out and keep for hire 
a Tedu Palankeen, or to serve as Teeka Bearer, shall neglect to have the number of his lieemw 
im his Palankeen or badge, as heruin-beforo ordered and directed, eve^ sneh penon shall forfeit, 
for eadi and such offence, any sum not ezeoediug twenty rupees, and in defamt of payment, shali 
be oonmitted to Uie Common Goal or House of Correction, fur any period, not exceeding one 
mon^ imlAMg the fine shall be sooner paid. 

IV. And be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that it shall and may be lawfiil for 
any four or more of the aforosaid Justices of the Peace, friim time to time, u they may deem fit 
to fix and settle the dates, and hire of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Boaters within the said settle- 
inent of Fort William in Bengal, and that such rates and hire shall be published in thd English 
and Bengallee languam, twice ui the Government Gazette, -and affixed at the Couit Mouse, Banka- 
hall, Police Office, and other public places, for fifteen days before such rates or hire riiall be con¬ 
sidered ae fixed and settled; and ihat if the owner or person in charge of any Teeka Palankeen, 
shail Kfuae to hire and let out the same, at the rate uid price so fixed by the said Justices of the

2. Boys are admitted on the foundation between the ages of 4 a^ 10 1 and ^rls 
between 4 and 12. The present number on the foundation embraces 100 boys and 65 
girls. 

3. In addition to the foundations, a certain number of boys whose admission in 
regard to age is restricted as above, is received into the school on the payment of a 
monthly fee, which is payable in advance, viz.

la designed ehie^ to educate youth for the’sacred ministry, for the Vicariate Apo8> 
tollc of Bengal. The abundant benediotion with it has pleaMd God to bestow on the 
mission of Bengal, the constantly increasing numbers of the Catholic community, and 
the necessity of establishing new missions in different parts of the Vicariate, all demand, 
that provision should be nume here immediately, to edaeate candidates for the service 
of the sacred ministry, in order to multiply the number of labouren in the Vineyard of 
the Lord, and to secure a succession of good Pastors for the Vicariate. 

The Archbishop, Vicar Apostolic, although for a long time deeply solicitous to secure 
for the Church of Bengal an advantage of such great moment for its permanent welfare, 
abstained from pressing the subject on the notice of his generous flock, from a feeling 
that the demands made on them, for the Orphanage and other charitable purposes, 
were as much as their circumstances would allow them to meet. 

As the Funds under the administration of the Archbishop sufflee to provide for the 
education and support of six students, it is intended, as soon as circumsCaneea permit, 
to select candidates for these scholarships, by eoncursus, or according to merit to be 
ascertained by examination. For the present, young men who have wholly or nearly 
completed their classical studies in some of the approved Seminaries of Great Britain 
and Ireland will be chosen, in order to attain more expeditiously the object for which 
the Seminary is established, and to give time to the Angio<India Youth who aspire to 
the Priesthood, to make such a proneiency in the English, Greek and Latin languages 
and Mathematics, as will qualify them to compete for the above mentioned S^olar- 
ships. Due notice will be given to candidates, of the 8ubjeet.inatter of the ezemina- 
tion to be undergone by them. In accordance with Catholjc discipline, testimonials 
of exemplary conduct and attention to the duties of religion, must be produced before 
any caiuudate is admitted to examination. 

Such benefactions as the faithful may bestow on the Institution, will be employed in 
purchasing a suitable Library in furnishing a Hall with the apjMratus requireu for t^ 
Study of Natural Philosophy, in erecting such additional buildings as may be found 
necessary, and finally, in founding free places for candidates for the sacred ministty, of 
distinguished piety and attainments. 

In order to promote tfaeae important objects, and to assist in defraying the expencSs 
of the Institntion, arrangements have been made for educating in St. Jtflin's College 
twelve young gentlemen not designed for the clerical profession, at the monthly charge 
of twentv-five Rupees for each Boarder, and S Rupees for each day Pupil. The 
couiae or education will comprise the Greek and Latin Classics, French, Reading, Wri¬ 
ting, Anthmetic, &e, English Grammar, Geography, History, the use of the ulobM, 
Logic, Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, and the native languages generally in use. 
No pupils will be received under six or beyond fourteen years of age. 

Payment to be made quarterly in advance, and a month when once entered upon to 
be eliarged for in full. An extra charge will be made for Medicines and for the atten¬ 
dance of any other besides the appointed Physician of the Seminary. The monthly 
pension fixed for Boarders includes all charges, for washing, and for the use of books 
and table and bed-room furniture.

The Morals and the Religions Principles of the young Ladies are watched over with 
the strictest attention, and while every efibrt is made to expand and adorn the mind, 
the heart is trained to virtue. The Character of the Pupils is carefully studied; they 
are taught'by reasoning to correct their errors, and are gradually formed to habits of 
regularity and order. 

The excellent situation of Loretto House is well known; the utmost attention is 
paid to the proficiency, health and comfort of the Pupils. 

N. B. I.—Young Ladies beyond fourteen years ot ige are not admitted.

Those who are only admittod td temporary relief, on the expiration of the allotted 
period, are required to attend again before the Committee, and frequently their cases are 
reinvestigated and disposed of according to a further report from the Visiting Member. 
Cases of peculiar hardship, but which, on account of the individuals being able-bodied, 
the Committee are precluded from relieving are recommended to the Central Committee, 
with such temporary relief as may be deemed necessary by the yisitmg Member, for the 
Committee according to the exigency of the case. 

Pensioners are paid on the 6th of every month at the Church, of those who are allowed 
out-door relief, but the majority of applicants are sent to reside at the Alma House.
